The Czechoslovak news agen- 


cy CTK also carried the com- 
munique, but later withdrew it.

Cabinet made the statement 
about "changed facts" and can- 
celed the earlier announcement, 
it was learried. 


There was no explanation of 


the reversal or what was meant 
by "changed facts" but there 
were various interpretations. 


Some expressed belief it re- 


flected the struggle within the 
Czechoslovak Communist Party 
between reformers and hardline 
pro-Soviet elements. 


Others thought it could mean 


reversal of an actual decision to 
increase the size of the Soviet 
occupation force, or unwilling- 
ness to announce such a buildup 
at this time. 


Soviet Pressure 


It has been estimated that 


60,000 to 70,000 Soviet troops 
were in Czechoslovakia during 
the winter. 


There was also speculation 


that the announcement of a 
build-up was canceled on orders 
from Moscow. The Soviet Union 
has been sensitive about reports 
that it was exerting pressure on 
Prague, reports which could 
sour prospects for 
improved 


East-West relations.

Poses Threat 


Special Use Tax 
Could Cause Woes 
To U. S. Farmers 


BY C. YATES MC DANIEL 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


outlook for another bumper crop 
in Western Europe and pros- 
pects for imposition of a special 
use tax on important commodi- 
ties pose a threat to American 
farm production and programs. 


The 
American 
agricultural 


products likely to be hit hardest 
are feed grains, oilseeds, cake 
and meal. 


The Agriculture Department 


takes the gloomy view that the 
United States, as the major sup- 
plier of these farm commodities 
to the European community 
"would stand to lose a substan- 
tial portion of this nearly half- 
billion-dollar market" from im- 
position of the tax alone. 


The government, which is 


seeking to reduce American 
feed grain production this year, 
saw feed grain exports slump 
badly in the six months through 
March and now predicts the 
season's shipments falling some 
15 per cent below the 23 million 
tons sent abroad last year. 


Agriculture Department sur- 


veys indicate a 1969 European 
grain crop equalling last year's 
record harvest, accompanied by 
a slowdown in livestock and 
poultry that will dampen de- 
mand for feed. 


Stiff Competition 


The United States has in the 


last 
two years 
faced 
stiff 


competition in the 
European 


feed grain market as countries 
with exportable supplies sought 
to increase their share. And the 
government believes "compe- 
tion likely will remain intense in 
1969," with France, Thailand 
andw Mexico providing the keen- 
est rivalry. 


United States prospects for 


boosting feed grain and prod- 
ucts exports to Europe also are 
dimmed by the European Com- 
munity's decision to permit pay- 
ment of subsidies for sub-stand- 
ard wheat and rye as a means 
of diverting such grain into live- 
stock feed. 


Since the proposed use tax 


its revenues needed to finance 
what the Agriculture Depart- 
ment terms "the skyrocketing 
cost" of European agricultural 
policies—covers oilseed prod- 
ucts, U.S. exports, 
including 


soybeans as well as their prod- 
ucts, would be seriously affect- 
ed. 


The record gives a good idea 


of just how serious the tax im- 
pact would be on the United 
States. 


Western Europe's own oilseed 


output is low. Local supplies, in- 
cluding imports of cake and 
meal from rapeseed and sun- 
flower seeds amounted to only 
about one-fifth of their use in 
terms of meal, meaning heavy 
imports. 


More than half of the Euro- 


pean Community's oilseed im- 
ports are soybeans and up to 95 
per cent of those imports are 
from the United States. 


United States exports of all 


oilseeds and products to West- 
ern Europe have reached a 
value of over $480 million, near- 
ly two and one-half times what 
they were at the start of this 
decade. The value of oil cake 
and meal exports accounted for 
most of this rise, showing an 
eight-fold increase over the I960, 
level. 
! 


Aggressive Exporting 
i 


This record was achieved de- 


spite intense competition, in re- 
cent years particularly, from 
aggressive exporting of sunflow- 
er products by the Soviet Union 
and East. European countries. 


The Western Europeans pro- 


posed the special uses tax as a 
short-run solution to their prob- 
lems, pending negotiation of in- 
ternational agreements, which, 
recent history shows, can take 
years to accomplish. 


The Agriculture Department 


sees some rays of hope in the 
prospect for lagging meat out- 
put in Europe which Ihe pro- 
posed tax would lend to encour- 
age. There could be an 
in- 


creased European demand for 
U.S. variety meats and special- 
ty food products and some boost, 
in American exports of hides, 
skins, tallow and lard. 


But the government's overall 


conclusion, couched in cautious 
understatement, is that "consid- 
ering both demand and competi- 
tion, the near-term outlook for 
agricultural exports to Western 
Europe is not too bright."

Although we 
remember few dreams, ev- 
eryone dreams every night. In 
fact studies have shown that 
we cannot live without our 
dreams. 


Most people dream in cycles 


which are roughly the same 
for everyone. They also re- 
peat this 
particular

throughout each sleep period, 
even though individuals do 
have distinctive dream pat- 
terns. 


Most dreaming starts about

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asleep, the first dream lasting 
only about 10 minutes; suc- 
cessive dreams occur at ap- 
proximately hourly intervals, 
each of which lasts somewhat 
longer. Age does have an 
effect 
on

amount of 


dreaming that we do. Infants 
usually spend almost 50 per 
cent of their sleeping time 
dreaming, young adults spend 
about 20-25 per cent of their 
steep time dreaming and as 
age increases dream 
time 


decreases until people over 65 
spend a relatively little time 
in the dream period of their 
sleep cycle. 


Different Sleep Stages 


In r e c e n t years many 


studies have been done on 
sleep deprivation and on de- 
privation of the dream period 
while all other levels of sleep 
were allowed to continue. In 
these studies scientists have 
found that each sleep period 
is divided into several differ- 
ent stages 
— the 
dream 


period, known as the REM, or 
Rapid Eye Movement period 
— can be identified by the 
rapid motion of the 
eyes 


which can be detected by an 
observer while the sleeping 
subject is experiencing the 
dreaming stage. 
This was 


discovered w h e n 
subjects 


were awakened during differ- 
ent stages of sleep. Subse- 
quently it was also discovered 


that only when awakened dur- 
ing the REM stage could 
these sleep laboratory volun- 
teers recount their dreams. 
Drteam deprivation studies in 
which both animal and human 
subjects have been consistent- 
ly awakened as the REM 
period began have shown that 
we need dreams to be fully 
rested and to maintain physi- 
cal and mental health. 


When deprived of dreams 


for a prolonged period of time 
subjects begin to exhibit signs 
of anxiety and psychological 
disturbances. On nights fol- 
lowing the REM deprivation 
studies subjects always great- 
ly increased their dreaming 
time, thus indicating the need 
to dream. In a booklet pub- 
lished by the National Insti- 
tutes of Mental Health the 
results of many studfes are 
reported, all of which indicate 
that dream deprivation could 
result in serious mental and 
physical illness. Increasing ev- 
idence shows that the psycho- 
logical symptoms may be a 
warning of physiological dis- 
turbances, and may indicate a 
physical penalty when not 
enough dreaming is allowed. 


Dreaming is Important

also known that alcohol and 
some illnesses cause a de- 
crease in the amount of time 
spent in the dream stage, 
staying up late and rising 
early will cut down on the 
dream time because the indi- 
vidual misses the last few 
REM periods, which are also 
the longest of the night. 


Because dreaming is so 


important to health it is not 
only important to get enough 
steep time, but it is equally 
important tn get the right 
kind of sleep. This means that 
one must be able to sink 
deeply enough into sleep to 
reach the dream period, and 
to do this one must avoid even 
small disturbances. W h i l e 
these disturbances 
do 
not 


always awaken the sleeper 
they do bring him to a lighter 
level of sleep, causing him to 
miss one or more dream 
periods every night. 


To get the right kind of 


undisturbed sleep it is impor- 
tant to have the room dark 
and quiet and the bed com- 
fortable. For real comfort the 
bed should be 10 inches longer 
than the tallest occupant, and 
wide enough (about 38 inches) 
to allow for the many times 
we toss and turn every night. 
Supersize bedding, either the 
long twin, or the king or 
queen size bed, provides the 
length and width necessary 
for proper sleep which is not 
found in 
the old-fashioned 


skimpy size bedding we are 
all outgrowing.

I used today are barbiturates 


and other varieties of sleeping 
pills. These unfortunately can 
also be extremely harmful, 
since most are habit forming 
and can produce dangerous 
side effects. Before the days 
of drugs. Grandma's favorite 
remedy for a sleepless night 
was a glass of warm milk, or 
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here's your opportunity to scoop up a top spring coat 
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maybe a warm bath. Other 
devices, which come and go in 
popularity are face masks to 
block out extra rays of light, 
ear plugs to block sound, soft 
music to a i d 
relaxation, 


breathing exercises, and long 
walks to bring on fatigue. 
Almost everyone has some 
favorite method to suggest to 
an insomniac-plagued friend. 


Not too long ago a device, 


still in the experimental stag- 
es, was developed which sends 
tiny e l e c t r i c a l impulses 
through the eyes into the 
brain, causing the patient to 
go to sleep instantly. 
After 


two hours of sleep produced 
by the machine the patient is 
said to feel as though he had 
just slept for a full eight 
hours. And there is a Vien- 
nese professor who tells peo- 
ple 
who think 
they have 


insomnia to force themselves 
to stay awake. He claims that 
as a result they all seem to 
immediately fall asleep 


Most doctors and psycholo- 


gists admit that insomnia is 
sometimes a real medical 
problem. At the same time 
the majority also feel that 
most people who complain of 
chronic insomnia will, and do. 
get enough sleep to prevent 
any real illness, mental or 
otherwise. 


Although no one thing can 


be pointed to as the main 
cause of insomnia, anxiety, 
and resulting tenseness rates 
high on the list. Add to this 
worry about not sleeping and 
you have a guaranteed case of 
sleeplessness. 
Other causes 


can be poor diet, noise, too 
much light, and occasionally 
illness.

Elroy's Out to Turn 


Things Around

LROY HJRSCH'S smile evaporated and his 
E 


normally twinkling eyes fixed a hard staie 
at the questioner. 


"Why should a school like the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin even have a football 
team?" the young man had asked. 


"Why shouldn't it?" Hirsch retorted. "Did you 


ever play football? Did you get something out of it?" 
he pressed on. Then, noticing the inquirer's affirm- 
ative nod, Hirsch relaxed. The smile returned and 
so did the twinkle. 


"I'd hate to go through school just rooting for my 


math class," he chuckled. 


It was not the sort of a answer one usually receives 


from a school athletic- director. Normally, the ques- 
tion launches a wave of cliches dealing with sports- 
manship, discipline, sacrifice, etc. 


But Hirsch, the newly-appointed head of University 


of Wisconsin athletics, is a leading exponent of the 
Tell-It-Like-It-Is generation despite the fact that his 
undergraduate days were well before the philosophy 
received that label. 


His answer, however, was the product of a football 


and athletic career that has already spanned 33 years 
but is just now reaching maturity. That career gave 
Hirsch personal fame, a sizeable bank account, a 
ludicrous but readily recognizable nickname like 
Crazylegs, a fractured skull and an almost mystical 
aura that defies understanding. 


Though he played just one season of varsity foot- 


ball for Wisconsin, Crazylegs is as much a part of 
UW tradition as Pat O'Dea, Bascom Hill, "Varsity" 
or The Brathaus. 


And though his association with the school since 


that lone 1942 football season has, by his own admis- 
sion, been "practically nothing," Crazylegs Hirsch 
has been welcomed back to the campus and the city 
of Madison with arms that stretch from Mendota to 
Monona. 


The Wisconsin State Journal captioned a picture 


of his introduction to the crowd at the Badgers' final 
home basketball game. "The Second Coming of 
Hirscb." He was hired for the athletic director's 
position on Feb. 28 and one Madison sports columnist 
cited that as the likely reason for the burst of beau- 
tiful weather that descended on the city immediately 
thereafter. 


Why this adulation? 
Well, there are those who remember back to that 


1942 
season. Tom Butler, a UW student at the time, 


and now assistant sports editor of the State Journal, 
is one of them. 


"It's hard to explain," Butler admits, "but Wis- 


consin had been down for so long that when Hirsch 
. . . and Pat Harder . . . came along, well, everything 
just seemed to pick up. And Hirsch had a personality 
that caught on. He just took hold of Madison like 
nobody ever has." 


And indeed the Badgers had been down prior to 


Hirsch's first coming. They had not enjoyed a really 
big season since the 6-1-1 record of 1932. And they 
had gone 8-15-1 in the three years previous tc the 
Hirsch-Harder splash. 


But Crazylegs turned all that around. In 1942, 


Wisconsin surged to an 8-1-1 record, beaten only by 
Iowa, 6-0. and tied by Notre Dame, 7-7. And Hirsch, 
a swift and shifty sophomore from Wausau, collected 
767 yards that season, a mark that still ranks him 
second only to Alan Ameche as the Badgers' leading 
one-season ground gainer. 


He didn't waste any time making an impression, 


either. In the first game, against Camp Grant, he 
ran 45 yards for a touchdown. It was his 33-yard dash 
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that tied the score against Notre Dame in the second 
game. 


Crazylegs raced for 178 yards against Purdue and 


174 against Missouri. He had more than 200 yards in 
total offense, including throwing a touchdown pass, 
as Wisconsin upset Ohio State, 17-7, in a key game 


But that one spectacular campaign 
completed 


Hirsch's career at Wisconsin. He enlisted in the 
Marines and was sent to Michigan under the V-12 
officer candidate program. At Michigan, he played 
football until sidelined by a torn nerve In his shoul- 
der, and helped the Wolverines to a Big 10 basketball 
championship. 


"I had a great day against Wisconsin that year," 


he recalled recently with his impish grin promising 
a punch line to come. "1 held Ray Patterson to 22 
points." 


Hirsch also pitched for Michigan's conference 


baseball champions and declined a tryout with the 
Chicago Cubs. He broad jumped on the track team 
and once flew 24-feet-2V4 to beat Illinois' famed 
Buddy Young. 


But considering what he did for Wisconsin In 


1842, is it any wonder that his return to a situation 
similar but even more serious than in 1942 has 
generated a new and exciting hope on the Madison 
campus, which the school likes to think of as the 
entire state? 


Though he never returned to the Badger varsity, 


Hirsch did come back for alumni games each spring, 
even after making his professional mark. 


"When he stopped coming back for the alumni 


game, the game just sort of disintegrated," Butler 
mused. "Nobody seemed interested anymore. And 
even in those years, when he did come back, he could 
go into any bar in town and never pay for a drink," 
Butler declared. 


Now Hirsch is back again. He has a five-year 


contract as athletic director with a clause calling for 
bis employment for another five years in either that 
or some other capacity. 


And his mission is a carbon of that of 1942. 


"We're going to turn this thing around," he is fond 
of saying. 


This "thing"' is the general competitive plunge 


taken by Wisconsin's teams, particularly in football, 
and the deep dip into red ink taken by the UW 
athletic department's accountants. 


"I've never been hit with so much in my life," 


the energetic, determined Hirsch acknowledges with 
a telling shake of his head. 


Ironically, he left a secure, quiet . . . at least 


comparatively quiet . . . position as assistant to Los 
Angeles Rams President Dan Reeves to take on the 
enormous task of "turning this thing around." 


Crazylegs . . . and he says he prefers that name 


to Elroy . . . has been on that Ram job, which he 
describes as a sort of general managership, since he 
ended his playing days in 1957. 


After finishing his service hitch in 1946, the much- 


sought-after halfback decided to cast his pro lot with 
the Chicago Rockets of the budding All-America 
Conference because his coach from El Toro Marine 
Base, Dick Hanley, was headmaster of the Rockets. 
11 was probably the worst decision he ever made . . . 
up to now, he admits. 


During his three years with the team, Chicago 


had a 7-38 record and Hirsch fractured his skuU. 
While he was recovering, the All-America Conference 
folded for lack of fans and Elroy wound up with the 
Lcs Angeles Rams, though Curly Lambeau put In a

delighted to accept the Los Angeles front office job. 


And he really did not have any intentions of leav- 


ing that position. Not until he was caught in his own 
mystic web, that is. 


"I wasn't going to apply for the job," he said a? 


he leaned back in the comfortable chair behind his

desk several weeks after he had moved into the dingy 
office under the Camp Randall Stadium stands. 


"But this thing got started somewhere and then 


Professor Haberman (Frederick, chairman of the 
athletic board) called me and asked if I would make a 
formal application. Well, I did and I agreed to come 
to Madison for an interview with an open mind. But 
that wasn't exactly true. 


I was very happy in Los Angeles and had a fine 


job there. My family was extremely happy there. 
When I came here, everybody kept telling me about 
the problems. That should have chased ma away. 


But they made it sort of a plea. Not that I'm a Messiah 
or anything, but they seemed to think I was a guy 
everybody could agree on. All the others seemed to 
have some people for them and some against, the 
committee told me. 


"Actually, they really changed my mind when I 


really didn't think that there was a chance." 


Speaking slowly, Hirsch said he then went back 


to Los Angeles to discuss the situation with Reeves, 
who he calls "one 'of the finest men 1 have ever 
known." 


Reeves told him "Go on out there because deep 


down you really want to. Think of what it will be if 
you do the job. You will really have accomplished 
something." Looking at the man, one can sense why 
he signed a contract on Feb. 28 for a job he really 
wasn't sure he wanted. 


Elroy Hirsch, who will be 46-year-old in June, is 


just one pound over his pro playing weight of 195. 
He maintains his hardness with half-court basketball, 
tennis and golf. He's not as tall as one expects him 
to be bat he has the characteristics of a tall man . 
the narrow face, long arms, long fingers that glva 
you a suregrip handshake. 


He has short hair, a peaked nose and rather thin 


eyes and lips. These facial features sparkle when his 
humor turns on, which is often. In one of his first 
public appearances after accepting the job, Hirsch 
assured a meeting of Chicago alumni that after play- 
ing three years with the Rockets he is beyond embar- 
rassment. 


Perhaps it is this personality, for he is not a hand- 


some man in the usual sense, that gives him the at- 
tractive ruggedness which makes him a man's man 
but also appeals to the ladies. 


This appeal did not go unnoticed in Los Angeles 


and Hirsch starred in three movies, including one 
based on his own life, and several television plays 
before he decided an actor's life was not for him. 


"I can't just sit by a telephone and wait for a 


job," he offered in an explanation that went far be- 
yond the bare words. He's so obviously a man who 
wants and needs a challenge that, despite some mild 
protestations he still makes, he now appears to be 
extremely happy in his job. 


But it's not likely that everyone, contrary to the 


initial splash of enthusiasm, will be as happy with 
Hirsch's job as Crazylegs is himself. 


Struggling to pull out a stuck, squeaky desk drawer 


in search of a pipe and tobacco. Hirsch declared, 
"I'm going to do what I think is best. Some decisions 
will be controversial in some people's minds, I'm sure. 
What we need here is a Lombardi-like setup. I'm not 
looking for that sort of authority. Everybody needs a 
check-rein. But we have to get things done." 


His final words came out in a grunt as the drawer 


finally became unstuck. 


"And one of the first thing I'm going to do is get 


this desk and these offices fixed up. I hate to come 
here in the mornings only because it's so depressing," 
he blustered. 


Being a man of his word, Hirsch, at his first offi- 


cial meeting with the school athletic board, declared, 
"Our office is a hovel. The paint is peeling. The 
place is dirty. It's no wonder there is no morale. 
There is a Mickey Mouse partition between my office 
and Milt Bruhn's and it's got to go. I wouldn't dream 
of inviting a football prospect into this mess. 


"We've got to have a complete paint job. I want 


red carpeting. We've got to find new office space for 
Milt Bruhn so that I can have a decent office. And 
that's got to be part of a complete realignment of 
office space." 


And there might have been a slightly masked 


meaning to his other shot on the subject: "I can't ask 
personnel to improve work habits if there is no decent 
place to work." 


Hirsch was shooting from the hip and he triggered 


a few more shots. 


"Every high school athlete in the state who comes 


to Wisconsin has a better locker room at home at his 
high school than he has when he comes here. 


"I can't imagine how a major university can allow 


its coaches to exist in that mess (coaches' locker 
room). 


"It's ridiculous to ask customers to walk up a

In this age cf stunning successes in science and 


technology, the stalking horror of cancer still is killing 
one American child or adult every two minutes. 


Jn sorrow, in 
anguish and 
anger, fear and 


fiustialion, relatives and friends ask "Why?"' — why is 
cancer not yet controlled or conquerered? 


And some ask, why not strike out against cancer 


with the same kind of all-out, $2-billion effort that 
created the A-bomb in a few years during World War 
n? 


In point cf fact, well over $2 billion have been spent 


in the cancer war, in this country alone, in the last 30 
years. 


It's been spent in basic research into causes and 


mechanisms of cancer, in honing better techniques of 
surgery and radiation treatment, in improved care, in 
training more specialists and technicians, in setting up 
experimental 
wards and laboratories and other 


facilities—and in saving lives. 


Today, one out of three persons afflicted by cancer 


is being saved; is living with apparent cure for five 
years or longer, says the American Cancer Society. 


The figure was only one in five some 30 years ago. 
Leaders in cancer research share the public's 


impatience and sense of frustration that such a cruel 
disease still courses so strongly. In interviews, they 
speak frankly of the formidable challenge.

—Nature, ever enigmatic, doesn't sell her secrets 


just for money, they point out. She yields to inquiring, 
highly skilled human intelljgence, supported by the 
expensive tools of research. 


—The A-bomb was primarily an engineering task. 


The basic knowledge for controlling atomic fission was 
almost all there to start with, the 
principles 


established. 


—"More money has been spent on, and less is 


known about mental disease and heart disease than 
cancer," remarks Dr. Frank Horsfall, director of the 
Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer Research in New 
York. Mental illness is the nation's most widespread 
disease; heart disease is the leading killer. 


"There are enormous difficulties in obtaining 


practical, useful information concerning the most 
important health problems," Dr. Horsfall says. "The 
reasons are the same in all three: we really don't know 
the basic mechanisms leading to any of the three." 


Delineating the complexity of biology, Dr. Horsfall 


points out that the unit in physics is the atom and its 
nucleus. This atomic world is quite orderly, and with 
its principles scientists can explain most of the 
physical world. 


But in biology the unit is the living cell, so small 


that it would take three billion to fill an ordinary 
sewing thimble. Yet one single cell is so enormously 
complex that it can produce 10,000 different proteins, 
the staff of life. 


Coiled within each cell are strands of genetic 


material—totalling two yards in length—that give the 
"orders" to tell a cell what it should be, how to behave 
,TS a liver, skin, heart or bone cell. Each cell contains 
exactly the same complete code of instructions, but 
only about 1 per cent of the genetic code is active 
within each different kind of cell. The rest of the 
coded information is suppressed. 


Cancer means something went awry in this fantastic 


mechanism. Cells grow wild, ignoring the ordinary 
controls. 


One stupendous challenge is to learn precisely what 


goes wrong, and how to restore order. More urgently, 
the problem is to find better ways of killing or 
controlling cancer ceils without too grave damage to 
healthy cells. 


Radiation and numerous chemicals can incite 
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cancerous changes In cells. So can some viruses, at 
least In animals and perhaps in humans. 


To complicate matters more, not ail cancers are 


alike. Indeed, cancer may be 200 to 300 different 
diseases, and it may be necessary to find many 
different cures, the experts say. Further, some 
cancers grow rapidly, and others very slowly. 


Yet some solid progress has been achieved against 
cancers. 


Curative skills—primarily surgery and radiation— 


now are so advanced that half of aU patients could ba 
saved if present knowledge were applied aggressively 
and if patients came to treatment earlier, say such 
authorities as Dr. Arthur L. Holleb, senior vice- 
president of the American Cancer Society, and Dr 
Jesse Steinfeld of the National Cancer Institute. 


As for drugs, a still-Lilliputian medicine cabinet is 


extending healthy life or even curing some rare forms 
of cancer. 


—A diagnosis of acute leukemia once meant a child 


would die within a few weeks or months. Now, 
through a handful of drugs plus supportive measures, 
under the best care they can live in health for an 
average of 2 to 3 years after diagnosis, going home 
and to school. 


A few have lived in health for up to 13 years after 


diagnosis, says Dr. Sidney Farber, one pioneer in drug 
treatment of cancer. He is director of Children's 
Hospital in Boston, and current president of the 
American Cancer Society. 


—A majority of children afflicted with a rather rare 


form of kidney cancer—Wilm's tumor —are being 
cured with the drug dactinomycin and surgery to 
remove the diseased kidney, even after the disease has 
spread to the lungs. Dr. Farber has case records of a 
few youngsters well 12 years or more after appearing 
hopelessly ill. 


—Most cases of a rare form of cancer of the lining 


of the uterus—choriocarcinoma—now are being cured 
with the drug methotrexate. 


—Drugs and radiation are saving vision and life in 


some children with the eye cancer, reinoblastoma, Dr. 
Steinfeld points out. 


—Radiation and drugs are boosting the cure rate in 


Hodgkln's disease, a rare tumor affecting lymph 
glands. 


—Some 30 anli-cancer drugs have come on the 


scene in the last two decades, and a handful still are 
being used. 


The death rate from cancer of the uterus "has 


dropped precipitously" largely through use of the 
"Pap" 
smear technique for early detection of 


cancerous or pre-cancerous cells shed from the uterus, 
Dr. Holleb says. 


With an X-ray technique known as mammography, 


tumor masses of the breast so small they are missed 
by other examinations now are being picked up, he 
adds. 


A long-range goal of scientists is to learn precisely 


what makes a cell become cancerous, and how to turn 
it off. But at the same time, "we must continue to seek 
and develop information that will permit us to tackle 
smaller, critical elements of the "cancer problem," 
says Dr. Kenneth M. Endicott, director of the National 
Cancer Institute. 


"We are putting our bets across the board," Dr. 


Steinfeld of NCI says. "It would be a foolish man who 
followed only one chance" for progress. 


These are some major approaches: 
Chemists are continuing to design new drugs that 


would take advantage of subtle differences between 
cancerous and normal cells. 


Present drugs do kill off cancer cells with great 


effectiveness. But some survive and then divide to 
repopulate themselves. 


Thus a major effort now is to use drugs or 


combinations of drugs, in dosages and intermittently 
at critical times when cells are dividing, in attempts to 
kill off every last cancer cell, or reduce their numbers 
so the body itself may defend against the rest, explains 
Dr. Seymour Perry, associate director for clinical 
trials at the National Cancer Institute. 


In human leukemia, there might be 100 million to 


one billion leukemic cells when the disease is active. 
One drug might slash the number to 100,000. Several 
might reduce the survivors to 100 or 1,000, which the 
body might handle, although this point is not proven. 


Research is producing a promising new drug to 


combat leukemia every two or three years. The latest,

producing some good results, is L-asparaginase, an 
enzyme or chemical controller, which destroys an 
essential protein element, asparagine, that leukemic 
cells cannot manufacture themselves. 


Viruses 


Viruses are prime suspects as causes of human 


cancers, partly because more than 60 different viruses 
are known to produce cancers in every major group of 
animals. 


Virus-like particles have been detected in leukemic 


blood cells, in human breast cancer tissue and milk 
from such women, and other tissues. Proof is lacking, 
though, that viruses are responsible for some human 
cancers. 


If one or more viruses are identified in human 


cancers, if they can be grown, and if they are not 
Inherited through sex cells, then vaccines might be 
fashioned against virus-induced tumors. 


There are prospects also for other effective agents 


to disarm viruses. One natural virus fighter is 
interferon, and scientists recently learned how to 
stimulate its production within the body. It is showing 
promising effects in controlling solid tumors in mice, 
but just how it works is not clear. 


Cancer might be a disease more common than the 


common cold, by one theory. 


Regularly, perhaps daily, a cell somewhere in the 


body might become altered, become cancerous. But 
the body's natural defenses may kill it before it and its 
progeny can grow into any lethal mass. 


Individual resistance to such challenges may vary, 


or vary at different times in a person's life, or under 
different stresses. 


So considerable research is aimed at learning far 


more about basic resistance, whether antibodies form 
quickly enough to the antisocial cancer cells, whether 
there are ways to buttress natural defenses. 


Dr. Harold Rusch, director of the McArdle Institute 


at the University of Wisconsin, sees 6 premising 
approach 
In 
l o o k i n g for 
naturally-occurring 


substances, in the blood or within cells, that stimulate 
or slow down growth. Substances might be found that 
work selectively against cancer cells, he says. 


At Harvard University Medical School, Dr. Donald 


F.H. Wallach heads a group of researchers exploring a 
fundamental new kind of attack. 


While canrer apparently has many causes, and while 


cancer cells in different organs behave differently, 
they all have one thing in common he explains. Their 
interaction with normal cells is no longer what it 
should be, and the reason could be some change or 
alteration in the membrane or outer surface of the 
cell. 


His enormously complex research seeks to identify 


such changes, and then to make use of those 
peculiarities to help the body remove cancer cells, or 
to immunize against them, or kill them. 


Environment 


By some estimates, says Dr. Farber, 80 per cent cf 


cancers may be caused by our environment, by things 
around us, by our own habits. Cigarette smoking is 
linked with lung cancer; the remedy urged by cancer 
specialists is to quit smoking. The Lung Cancer Task 
Force at NCI is sponsoring efforts to develop a less 
hazardous cigarette. 


Researchers are keenly interested whether chemi- 


cals added to foodstuffs, whether pesticides and 
insecticides, whether air pollution, industrial fumes, 
and other chemicals are guilty of causing cancers. 
Finding conclusive evidence is not easy. 


Defection 


Simpler tests, free from discomfort, are needed tc 


detect cancer of the lung and gastrointestinal tract 
earlier, and such effoits are under way. 


Dr. Holleb suggests that examinations for early 


detection of cancer be concentrated among high risk 
groups, such as cigarette smokers. There is some 
evidence that cancers "run in families," with cancer cf 
the breast one example. Whether this is because of 
genetics or life habits is argued. 


Dr. Sidney Farber has been Director of the 


Children's Cancer Research Foundation, Boston, for 
many years and is Professor of Pathology at Harvard 
Medical School. He became President of the American 
Cancer Society in October 1968, and is a pioneer in 
the drug treatment of cancer. (AP 
Newsfeatures

Research costs are lising. Budgets for doing exactly 


the same kind of research, with the same number of 
people, are doubling every seven years. As a tiny 
example, a highly inbred strain of mouse that used to 
cost 30 cents each now costs $1.20. 


Dr. Holleb reports that lack of funds recently forced 


no-go decisions on research projects which members 
of the Cancer Society granting committees believed 
were worth doing. 


"We can't buy knowledge from nature," says Dr. 


Endicott. "But we must continue to seek, buy and 
effectively uiilii" the resources that will permit us to 
not only gain better insights into the fundamental 
mechanism of neoplastic diseases, but also to sustain a 
continuing effort to characterize and solve the myriad 
specific problems of cancer that exist."

Strong at New Glarus 


By Katharine Andrews 


NEW GLARUS — Swiss embroidery and lace mak- 


ing, food specialties, architecture and the celebration 
of traditional Swiss holidays bestow a distinctive Old 
World atmosphere on this quaint village nestled among 
the rolling, oak-clad hills of southern Wisconsin. 


Established in 1845 by a group of 106 Swiss 


colonists, New Glarus derived its name from the 
Canton of Glarus, Switzerland, which financed the 
venture — the only emigration in the history of that 
Alpine nation. After surmounting the hardships of the 
first years, the settlers engaged in dairy farming 
a trade on which the economy of the area is still 
based. Herds of choice Holstein and Brown Swiss 
cattle graze the lush, green meadows, and cheese fac- 
tories dot the countryside. 


New Glarus has long been renowned for its fine 


lace and embroidery, and one of the town's larger 
industrial enterprises is the "Swiss Miss", factory 
where visitors can view the operation of the Shiffle 
lace and embroidery machines. 


With 684 needles and a capacity for embroidering 


20 yards of fabric at a time, each machine has an out- 
put that equals the handwork of 20,000 women. Broken 
needles are replaced by a machine tender — one 
woman to each of four 16 Vz ton machines — and flaws 
caused by broken threads are repaired by hand. 


Colorful embroidered yard goods as well as 


finished items are on display at the factory, and may 
be purchased there. 


But for the dedicated seamstress and the eager 


gift-buyer, the textile mart, just two blocks away, is 
a woman's "paradise." Forming a kaleidoscope of 


color are fine-textured fabrics, some of which have 
embroidered designs; gaily-hued aprons, and scarves 
with bands of bright trimming. Also featured are 
Swiss lace; tablecloths and pillow cases with em- 
broidered borders; handkerchiefs; skiing caps; gloves, 
and emblems. 


New Glarus is a delightf ul blend of ancient Switzer- 


land and modern America. Symbols of Switzerland 
surround the visitor: in addition to the fine .lace and 
embroidery, there are intricate woodcarvings, plump, 
home-made Swiss sausages, delectable fondues, lus- 
cious pastries and Swiss bread, aged Swiss cheeses and 
wines. Several restaurants specialize in Swiss dishes 
which are a gourmet's delight. 


A number of street signs carry the names in the 


Swiss-German language and lettering, as do some of 
the stores and village facilities. Wonderfully melodious 
bells greet the visitor as he enters a shop, and the 
carillon chimes of Swiss Church have a tone seldom 
equalled for richness and depth. 


Swiss homes bear family crests, attesting to their 


national heritage. Although many of the buildings in 
the business district have facades in the Swiss motif, 
there are several 12th-century, Alpine-style houses 
in the residential area. Of these perhaps the out- 
standing example is the Chalet of the Golden Fleece, 
which represents the Berens Oberland style of Swiss 
architecture. 


Located on a quiet, tree-lined street, the Chalet 


was formerly the home of the late Edwin Barlow, a 
renowned world traveller, whose vast collection of 
antiques and rare artifacts graces this attractive three-

guard over graves of early settlers. Dates on tombstones

story dwelling, so reminiscent of "Heidi", "William 
Tell", and other stories and legends of the Swiss 
people. 


Willed to the village by Barlow, the Chalet is 


operated by the New Glarus Historical Society. 


Nearly all the furnishings of the chalet, including 


the silver, glassware, paintings and artifacts on exhibit, 
are antiques that were acquired by Barlow in the 
course of his travels. For the most part they are Swiss 
in origin, but Barlow's evident perception as a collector 
and his artistic appreciation were not limited to his 
native land, and a number of rare and valuable 
articles were brought from other European countries 
and the Orient. 


Among these are a Japanese 
jewelry case in 


ebony; a parchment inscribed with Gregorian chant 
dating back to 1485, which hangs above a communion 
table (altar) from a Swiss monastary; Spanish carv- 
ings; the likeness of a nun depicted by means of 
inlaid wood, and paintings of Swiss stained glass. 


Antique jewelry, old coins, and a number of 
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cenluiies-eld statuettes enhance a display case, which 
also holds a small, oval-shaped reliquary containing 
a bone from the skull of Pope Innocent the Third. 


The chalet's dining room is crowned by a tallow 


candle chandelier, and Its windows are made cf 
European blown bottle glass. There are pewter dishes 
frcm 1600-1700; clear crystal wine bottles; a 250-year- 
old clock; a green porcelain tile stove, and a 1740 
Sheffield silver-plated lemon press, used to extract the 
oil from lemon rind. 


Other collector's items include an antique dining- 


room set. fascinating chests, a 175-year-old desk, a 
number of clocks, a music box and a melodion. Masks 
representing winter, spring, summer and autumn 
hang above an archway; and true to the Swiss heritage 
of the chalet, there is a statue of William Tell with 
Ms bow and arrow poised to shoot the apple frcm 
1he head o-f his young son. just as he was ordered to 
do by Gessler, the despotic Austrian vice-regent. 


Most widely acclaimed of all New Glarus festivals 


is Schiller's "Wilhelm Tell," held during the Labor 
Day week-end each year. The play dramatizes the 
13th-century struggle for independence among Swiss 
patriots who rebelled during the occupation by the 
tyrannical Austrian Hapsburgs. Wilhelm Tell, who 
led the revolt, emerged as the Swiss national hero. 
And en the first Sunday of August every year, the 
New Glarus Maennerchor (men's choiri sponsors the 
Vclksfest celebration, in honor of the founding of the 
Swiss nation on Aug. 1. 1291. (New Glarus citizens 
nJEO celebrate the 4th of July) 


Since 1938 the Tell drama has grown in fame 


and stature, and now is staged on three consecutive 
days: in English on Saturday and Monday, and in 
German on Sunday. Swiss folk dancers, yodelers, flag 
throwers, and Alpine horn blowers also perform during 
the three-day event. The dates for this year's perfor-

mances are Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 30 and 31, and 
Monday, Sept. 1. 


The drama has never had professional direction. 


The cast includes 200 farmers, business men, house- 
wives, children . . . and horses, brown Swiss ccv»s, 
goats, and St. Bernard dogs. 


The Tell usherettes entertain during intermission 


with Swiss folk dances, and act as official hostesses 
during each performance. Their colorful 13th-century 
costumes represent the cantons of Switzerland. 


Staged against a background of grass, trees and 


sky in a natural ampitheater, the 1969 presentation 
cf "William Tell" will pay tribute to the 678th 
anniversary of the birth of the Swiss nation. 


Admission prices for the play are: Reserved seats, 


$3; general admission at the gate, $2: children under 


12, $1. There is no advance sale on general admission. 
Motel and hotel accomodations are available.

New Glarus is on the Hiawatha Pioneer Irail (69) 


in Green County, 27 miles south of Madison, and ap- 
proximately 125 miles from the Fox Cities. 


For those who might wish to combine a picnic or 


overnight camping trip with attendance at any of the 
New Glarus festivals, there is the New Glarus Woods 
State Park, IVz miles south of the village. 


"Little Switzerland," the Swiss Museum Village on 


the western outskirts of town, is maintained by the 
New Glarus Historical Society. Replicas of early build- 
ings include the first church, a blacksmith 
shop, 


cheese factory, community building, county school, 
general store, and a pioneer log cabin dwelling. 


In addition to the authentic period furnishing in 


this cabin, the other buildings also contain articles 
which were in use during the early days. In the school- 
house are the original desks and books, while the 
church contains the original pewter chalice and com 
munion set, old Bible, and an elaborately-carved or- 
gan, installed in 1874. 


The first log church was built in 1849, and its 


replica now stands at the edge of the cemetery, where 
rest the pioneer settlers of New Glarus, some of whom 
were born during George Washington's lifetime; Bar- 
bara Legler. 1792; Fridolin Legler, 1791; J. Jacob Ott, 
1799 and Peter Streiff, 1794. 


Descendants of the original colonists still live in 


New Glarus, and the same names are prevalent: Bab- 
ler, Becker. Duerst. Hefty, Hoesly, Schindler, Stauf- 
facher, Streiff. Wild, Tschdui, Kundert Schmidt and 
others. Today. New Glarus continues to attract immi- 
grants from Switzerland, including many young per- 
sons. 


Of the present population of 1500, about 85 per 


cent are Swiss — native born, or first-cr second-gen 
eration Americans.

Doesn't Have All the Answers, Hirsch Admits 
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"I'm already getting complaints about the condi- 


tion of the Fieldhouse." 


Though Crazylegs obviously has wasted little time 


in diving into his frightening job, he is first to admit 
that he doesn't have "all the solutions'' but he also 
emphasizes, "I'm really not worried about getting the 
job done."

Couldn't Dampen 


Ike's Famous Smile 
On Visit to Green Bay

td'*ThTdeath*Cof former President Dwight Eisenhower 
brought back vivid memories of a most interesting day 
I spent with him back in 1964. It was the day he visited 


Green Bay to dedicate the Eisenhower loco- 
motive as a permanent exhibit in the Na- 
tional Railroad Museum. 


The event began with a chance conversa- 


tion months before with Harold Fuller, 
promoter extraordinary 
of the Railroad 


Museum and the man principally respon- 
sible for acquiring the British locomotive 
and bringing it to Green Bay. He told me 


Torinus 
that he was going to invite Mr. Eisenhower 


to come to Green Bay to dedicate the locomotive, and he 
added half jokingly, "If I get him will you be chairman 
of the arrangements committee." 


I had long been in awe of Harold's ability to accomplish 


the seemingly impossible, but knowing of the many de- 
mands on the General's time I thought this time he was 
aiming too high. So I replied, "Sure." 


Harold used a unique approach to solicit Ike's visit. 


He just sat down and wrote him a letter. And it so hap- 
pened that Mr. Eisenhower was planning to come out to 
Wisconsin that summer for some fishing, and he wrote 
back that he would love to visit Green Bay and see the 
museum. So Harold called me and said, "O.K., let's get 
going."

We had to get out a news release announcing the visit, 


and Mr. Eisenhower's aide, General Robert Schulz, wanted 
to check it before we put it out. It happened that I was 
spending the weekend in Door County, so I wrote the 
release at the cottage Saturday morning, and went up to 
the pay phone on the main corner of the village to call 
General Schulz. 
When I reached the Eisenhower office 


at Gettysburg, General Schulz had left for the day, but 
I was told he was driving back to Washington and that 
he had a telephone in his limousine. 


I often wondered what the operator at Baileys Harbor 


thought about placing that call. At any rate I reached 
General Schulz and read him the release as he sped along 
the highway somewhere in Maryland.

We were able to arrange for a private jet to fly Mr. 


Eisenhower to Green Bay. Harold Fuller, Ted Lenfestey 
and I flew out the night before to Harrisburg, where the 
General and his aide met us the next morning for the 
flight to Green Bay. 


As you can imagine the arrangements were made with 


military precision. The main reason we flew out to escort 
Mr. Eisenhower was so that General Schulz could check 
the arrangements made for the day's visit in Green Bay. 
And on the flight of several hours General Schulz care- 
fully budgeted Mr. Eisenhower's time. He was working 
on a book at the time, and his aide was trying to set aside 
lime each day to keep him at the task. 


But not long after take-off it was our time lo converse 


with the former president, and I recall so warmly how he 
immediately put us at our ease. He was an entrancing 
story-teller and the initial conversation resolved around 
his experiences at running a farm after running the inva- 
sion of Europe and the United States Government. He 
allowed that he was a pretty poor farmer. 


There's no need my repeating the personal character- 


istics which so endeared Ike to the American people, the 
warmth of his smile, the directness of his talk. 


But I remember him asking me exactly what I wanted 


him to do that day, and listening quietly while I outlined 
the format. After I finished he nodded approvingly and 
said. "That's fine. Just cue me a little ahead of time. 
You're the boss."

It was a miserable day of weather in Green Bay that 


Sept. 18, raining, chilly, windy. But Mr. Eisenhower never 
once remarked about it, and that wonderful smile adorned 
him all day as we took him from place to place. 


When we were finished with all the ceremonies he 


took particular pains to thank each of us on the committee 
for our hospitality, and remarked that he had had just a 
wonderful visit. 


It was just one day in the long life of a man who will 


certainly be listed in the top rank of our national heroes. 
But he spent the entire day giving of himself for the cause 
we were representing, and he did so selflessly and avidly. 
It is a day I will always remember.

'Slobbering' Horse Holds Key 


To Cystic Fibrosis Treatment

Several years ago. a giri complained to her father 


that her horse "slobbered" the bit. Not only was this 
unsightly, but it was messy to both horse and rider. 


Her father suggested she pasture the horse in 


another field. Presto, chango, the slobbering stopped 
and didn't recur until the horse was returned to the 
first pasture. 


The University of Wisconsin has been studying 


excessive salivation in animals since the early 1960's 
and has long suspected red clover as the cause. 


The pasture which seemed to be causing the 


trouble to the horse also contained red clover. How- 
ever, try as they might, scientists were unable to come 
up with anything in the red clover itself which might 
cause the slobbering. 


Then E. B. Smalley and R. E. Nichols took a differ- 


ent tack and began to study the condition of the red 
clover fields. Soon, they discovered a mold called 
"blackpatch," which they suspected might be the real 
cause. 


Months of study and testing later isolated the parti- 


cular fungus, Rhisoctonia leguminicola. From this 
fungus an exact chemical, called slaframine. was 
isolated and identified as a specific alkaloid. 


This alkaloid, purifed and refined by Steven B. 


Aust of the University of Michigan, was found to 
increase the flow and concentration of digestive 
enzymes from the pancreas. It also stimulated the 
flow of other duct glands, especially the salivary 
glands. 


Why is this important to man? 
There is a disease in man called cystic fibrosis. 


This hereditary disease causes the pancreas to become 
clogged with a thick mucus which blocks the digestive 
juices. Normal digestion is prevented and the patient 
becomes undernourished by what would appear to be 
a normal diet. 


Enter the research from the slobbering horse. 


Working with goats. Aust found that a small amount 
of chemical from the fungus doubled the flow of 
juices from the pancreas and kept them flowing for 
four to five hours. The drug also increased the 
activity of the digestive juices ten-fold. 


It is now hoped that this drug will aid humans 


afflicted with cystic fibrosis both in the slight and 
more severe cases. 


A slobbering horse, a red clover pasture, research 


. . . and help for man. 


Although the above story deals with animals in 


an indirect way as far as research goes, it does indeed 
point up the fact that man has used and does use 
God's creatures to help him understand his world. 


We have ail heard about animals and research. 


Unfortunately, most of what we hear is on the negative 
side. Animals tortured needlessly for the "sake of 
science", cruel and useless experiments, faulty hous- 
ing, unsanitary conditions and illegal traffic in pets 
used to supply these research labs. 


And unhappily too many of these stories are true. 
Yet we cannot condemn all research or all those 


who work with animals because some are cruel and 
corrupt. Hopefully, with the help of the federal 
government, viligant citizens and humane groups, the 
poor and unnecessary experiments and experimenters 
will be weeded out and eliminated. 


The wise and careful scientist has reaped great 


rewards from studying the animals, their reactions, 
their physiological and pyschological fabric. 


It is my belief that animals were placed on this 


earth by their Creator for man's pleasure, happiness 
and use. It is also my belief that they are, in effect, 
just on lease to us, even though we may have a man- 
made paper stating that we legally own them. 


Someday, the True Owner will call each of us to 


account on the use, or ill-use, of each of His beasties.

Death Lurked 
In Ice Floes 
For Titanic

ATE played strange tricks on several

"unsinkable" l u x u r y liner Titanic left 
Southampton, England, April 10, 1912, on 


its first and last voyage. The ship was the largest and 
fastest passenger liner afloat, the pride of its British 
owners, the White Star Line. 


Bound for New York with more than 2,000 pas- 


sengers aboard, the ship was to journey only as far 
as the ice fields off the Newfoundland coast. Here, 
the ship with the reputation of being the safest in the 
world struck an iceberg seen too late. The berg tore 
a 300-foot gash in the Titanic's hull. This happened 
at 11:40 p.m. Sunday, April 14, 1912; two hours and 
40 minutes later — at 2:20 a.m. Monday, April 15 — 
the ship upended after a series of explosions and 
sank from sight. 


Hundreds of passengers went down with the ship; 


others drowned in the icy waters after jumping over- 
board; many were killed in the wreckage. There were 
not enough lifeboats to go around, only 20 for the big 
ship which could accommodate 2,224 passengers. 


Dr. Minahan From Fond du Lac 


Only 705 survived the disaster; the death toll 


mounted to more than 1,500. In the three independ- 
ent Investigations which . followed the tragedy, the 
United States reported 1,517 persons dead, the British 
Board of Trade set the figure at 1,503, and the British 
Inquiry Board at 1,490. 


Dr. William E. Minahan, well known Fond du Lac 


surgeon, was one of those who went down with the 
ship. His wife, Lillian, and his sister, Miss Daisy 
Minahan of Green Bay, were rescued. Dr. Minahan 
had led the two women to one of the lifeboats, placed 
them in it and kissed them goodbye. Had there been 
enough lifeboats, perhaps the doctor's life would have 
been saved. As it was, the boats were over-crowded 
and the rule of the sea was "women and children 
first." 


But fate had stepped into the scene earlier. The 


three Minahans were aboard the Titanic quite by 
chance. They twice missed ships they had intended 
to take. Miss Minahan had been stricken with appen- 
dicitis after their visit to Ireland. Dr. Minahan took 
her to a Paris hospital for the needed operation. When 
they returned to England, a coal strike kept them 
from earlier passage on a different ship. They really 
thought themselves lucky to find room aboard the 
Titanic. 


Originally, the physician's brother, Green Bay 


attorney Victor I. Minahan Sr. had planned to make 
the family group a foursome. He had to give up the 
trip when legal business kept him home. V. I. Mina- 
han Sr. later became the editor of The Post-Crescent 
when the old Post and Evening Crescent merged in 
1920. His son, V. I. Minahan, today is the publisher 
and his stepson, John B. Torinus, is editor. 


Another Newspaper Connection 
There's both coincidence and chance in the true 


story of Henry G. Starck Sr., father of Henry Starck, 
The Post-Crescent's production manager. He had 
booked passage home on the Titanic, but sold his 
ticket because he was having too good a time visiting 
his family. Starck's father, Alfred William Starck, 
lived at Sheerness, England, on the Isle of Kent locat-

ed in the Thames Estuary, just 50 miles from London. 
It was a lucky day for him when he decided that 
April 10 was too early to sail for home and that he'd 
rather take a later ship. It was lucky for the present 
Henry Starck, too, because he was here, able to visit 
the grandfather's home while soldiering in World 
War H. 


George Hart, of Wausau, son of Alfred Hart, Ap- 


pleton, was listed as a Titanic passenger. It's true 
that he had booked passage as Starck had done, only 
in the Wausau man's case, it was illness that kept 
him from making the trip. 


The Appleton Post of April 17, 1912, reported that 


it was Hart's intention to return on this ship, but due 
to ill health he changed his mind and decided to stay 
over a little longer. The next day, the Wausau Dally 
Record-Herald published this story: 


"A dispatch from Appleton received late this 


afternoon states that George Hart of this city, for 
many years court reporter for the 16th Wisconsin 
Judicial Circuit and a resident of Wausau, was sup- 
posed to be a passenger on the Titanic and at first 
was believed to be among those lost. Mr. Hart, the 
dispatch stated, was returning from Europe where he 
had been visiting for some time. 


"A letter was received here today by G. D. Jones 


from Mr. Hart in which he stated that he had can- 
celled his reservation of a berth on the Titanic be- 
cause of illness and would come over later on another 
ship." 


Rumor About Another Couple 


Another Appleton couple traveling abroad was 


reported to be aboard the ill-fated ship. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Edmonds, who lived in the big 
white house at the corner of Durkee and North 
Streets. It was Mrs. Edmonds' brother, Appleton 
attorney Claude G. Cannon, who scotched this rumor. 
He had received a cablegram from the Edmonds, 
stating that they were still in London and in good 
health. 


A man the whole valley mourned was the well 


remembered Maj. Archibald Butt, secret service aide 
to President William Howard Taft. Maj. Butt had 
accompanied the President on his tour of the valley 
the previous year. According to testimony at the later 
Senate hearings, Maj. Butt and John Jacob Astor were 
heroes. "Both men were cool in the face of death," 
said Miss Marie Young, former teacher of the Roose- 
velt children at the White House. The men, she said, 


had spent all the time they had reassuring panic 
stricken women and assisting them to the boats. She 
told how Maj. Butt escorted her to a boat, tucked her 
clothes about her, smilingly said goodbye, then went 
to the bridge to stand with Col. Astor. "They died 
with their arms about one another." 


The public, shaken by the tragedy, read the story 


as it slowly unfolded in the newspaper reports. The 
news at first was sparse and the press finally hinted 
that it looked like censorship. The early stories were 
as much rumor and conjecture as actual fact so that 
it took time to discover the truth. The first coherent 
report that gave a glimmer of what happened went 
hke this: 


Alarm, Story by Wireless 


"Shortly after 7 p.m. Monday night there came 


flashing over the wires from Cape Race, within 400 
miles of which of which the liner had struck the ice- 
berg, word that at 2:20 a.m. Monday morning, only 
three hours and 55 minutes (this time was inaccurate) 
after receiving its death blow, the Titanic sunk. 


The news came from the steamer Carpathia, re- 


layed by the White Star liner Olympic, and it revealed 
that by the time the Carpathia, outward bound and 
racing for the Titanic on a wireless call, reached the 
scene, the doomed vessel had sunk. 


"Left on the surface, however, were lifeboats from 


the Titanic, and in them, as appears from meagre 
reports, were nearly 900 survivors of the disaster. 
These the Carpathia picked up." 


An early message from the commander of the 


Carpathia, dated April 16, 1912, stated that the vessel 
was heading for New York with its cargo of survivors, 
"unless otherwise ordered." The captain considered 
New York better than the closer Halifax because 
there were "a large number of icebergs about for 200 
miles." 


It was here in a city draped in mourning and all 


flags at half-mast that Dr. John R. Minahan, of Green 
Bay, came to fetch his sister Daisy and his newly- 
widowed sister-in-law. He took them both home to 
Green Bay, skipping Fond du Lac. 


V. I. Minahan Sr., the brother who almost was a 


victim himself, had the more difficult task. He went 
to Nova Scotia when the word came April 27 that the 
body of Dr. William Minahan had been recovered. It 
was his sad duty to identify his brother among all the 
bodies that lay row on row in the Halifax High School 
gymnasium. 
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John 'Guntberizes '12 of the World's Great Cities 


Twelve Cities. By John Gunther. Harper. $8.95. 


Gunther's free-wheeling journalism in this book is 


similar to his "Inside" books about various countries 
and continents. But it seems a tittle more selective, 
personal and subjective. 


It pays attention to such things 
as hotels, 


restaurants, local dishes and entertainment, but it is 
not a tourist guidebook. At times it summarizes local 
history, politics and economics; at other times it skims 
over such topics. Frequently it depends on interviews 
with prominent personalities. For flavor it drops in 
odd bits of information — a cabinet meeting in 
Brussels needs an interpreter . . . the reconstruction of 
Warsaw was aided by the paintings of an 18th century 
Italian. 


In short, the author is a raconteur-traveler who 


knows how to Inform the reader while keeping Mm 
entertained. 


London seems to be his favorite city, and he leads 


off with two chapters on it, then two on Paris. Writing 
about Brussels, he stresses Belgium's bilingual, class- 
complicated problems. Two cities are given slight 
treatment under the heading "Entertainment in 
Hamburg and Vienna." In Rome, he ranges from what 
they're wearing to the delicately balanced relations 
between Italy and the Vatican. 


Both Warsaw and Moscow seemed to fascinate him, 


especially in the contrasts between yesterday and 
today. He devotes five chapters to the Middle 
East — Jerusalem (with emphasis on its personalities), 
Beirut (the messiest and dirtiest) and Amman (the 
smallest city in the book). 


There are no maps, and a simplified drawing of 


each city's plan would have helped. Perhaps the next 
time around the author will give his attention to some 
of the more interesting cities of Africa and the 
Americas. At any rate, these dozen cities are 
•pleasantly Guntherized in this volume.

The Voices. By Joseph Wechsberg. Doubleday. 


$3.95. 


This might be called an "emotional documentary" 


report about the invasion of Czechoslovakia on the 
night of last Aug. 20. 


Wechsberg, an American writer, was born in 


Czechoslovakia and spent the first 32 years of his life 
there. He visited Prague several times in the spring 
and summer of last year, and was in Vienna when the 
Russians and their Warsaw Pact aliies conducted the 
occupation. 


This book was written in Vienna tvhile the author 


monitored the "free, legitimate" but clandestine 
broadcasts of a hastily organized network of under- 
ground Czechoslovak stations that for a week—hastily 
skipping from one location to another—reported to 
the whole nation what was happening. 


The "voices" of the book's title were these 


broadcasters. Wechsberg supplements their reports 
with background information of his own, and a few 
stories from refugees, but mainly this is an ''ear- 
witness" report from the underground. 


At first the broadcasts brought sounds of actual 


shooting. Then came messages of moral support, 
followed by instructions for passive 
resistance, 


or—depending on the circumstances—withdrawal and 
calmness. There were warnings about where the 
occupation troops were headed; interviews with 
people from all walks of life; thero were personal 
messages, coded to conceal identities; there were 
somber reports of the "negotiations' in Moscow. 
Sometimes emotional outbursts were spilled directly 
into the microphones.

A Naturalistic View of Man. By George Crile Jr., 


M.D. World Publishing. $4.95. 


Dr. Crile, in his introduction to this book, gives a 


very succinct summary of what it is all about. 


It is written, he says, "from the standpoint of a 


surgeon with a longstanding interest in biological 
research, and also from the point of view of an 
amateur naturalist interested in animal behavior. 


"Its theme is that there is a critical time in the Ufa 


of each cell, each organ, each animal, each society, and 
perhaps even in the ecology of the world, when the 
organism in question is particularly sensitive to its 
environment and best able to make an adaptive 
change. Before or after that time, stimulation may be 
ineffective." 


In language free of technicalities, he cites many 


recent discoveries in biology and psychology to drive 
home his theses. 


One of his major points is about the process of 


learning. He declares that learning patterns of a 
human being are established within the first five years 
of life; from that premise he issues some very direct 
challenges to our entire educational system. He 
predicts that in the future our public schools will start 
at the age of 2 or 3. 


He discusses emotional stability, sexuality and 


health, and makes some unorthodox comments on 
these themes. 


He concludes by extending his ideas into the 


organization of society. Viewing it as an organism in 
itself, he declares that because of a new order of 
man-made evolution, this superorganism of the world 
is in a critical period of adaptive change. 


His final plea is for cooperation in the rearing of "a 


generation unified in a common knowledge of science 
and in dedication to peace." 


It is a highly stimulating book, full of yeasty ideas 


from a scientist-humanist.

Working and Thinking on the Waterfront. By Eric 


Hoffer. Harper. $4.95. 


The self-taught, longshoreman-philosopher Hoffer 


has quite a following among readers who appreciate 
his grasp of fundamentals and his gift for making bell- 
ringing generalizations that sum up a viewpoint. 


This Hoffer book is not a major venture, but it is 


interesting because it shows how his mind works. 


It consists of a diary that he kept rrom June 1958 to 


May 1959—a journal that became lost among his 
notebooks and then was rediscovered. 


At that time, when he was 57, he was debating the 


idea of writing a book about intellectuals. By his 
definition, intellectuals are not aUc-gether splendid 
persons. 


He also ruminates on the human types that have 


dominated the last three centuries—"the 
18th, 


aristocrats; the 19th, the middle class; and the 20th, 
the intellectuals." 


As it turned out, Hoffer never did get around to 


doing the book on intellectuals, because it never 
seemed to grow beyond the size of a chapter. Instead, 
he gradually prepared his 1963 volume, "The Ordeal 
of Change." 


The diary demonstrates that even a thinker—an 


original thinker—has his ups and downs and bis 
mental blocks. But it also shows that a man who feeds 


his fertile mind on a wide range of reading is bound to 
come up with a variety of creative ideas.

The Sporting Club. By Thomas McGuane. Simon & 


Schuster. $4.95. 


A first novel, this is probably typical of what you 


could call the New Thing in fiction. It is the nonsense 
bit. 


That is, it is irrational. It proceeds from no given 


point of reference. Its action has no relevance to 
reality. The people within its pages 
have no 


connection with recognizable human patterns. 


It has a setting—a mangy old summer resort in 


northern Michigan, a private club where pompous old 
fools have been going for years to pretend to hunt and 
fish. 


The haphazard plot is concerned with the firing of 


the resort's manager and the arrival of his successor, a 
former convict who tears the place down. The story's 
two principal characters—if you can call them 
characters—are a misguided business man and a 
deranged millionaire who thinks that tricking people 
into dirty fights comes under the heading of "fun and 
games." 


The final scene of the narrative gets down into the 


araa of gibberish. 


So what's in this book for the reader? Well, it's 


supposed to be funny. Not exactly ha-ha funny, but 
sort of grotesque-funny. And you're supposed to 
admire the author's skill in using the language. Okay, 
admire it if you can. After all, there has to be 
something about a nonsense novel to justify its 
existence.

The Brandywine Tradition. By Henry C. Pitz. 


Hughton Mifflin. $12.95. 


An intriguing bit of recent cultural history is 


preserved in this detailed study by an artist, teacher 
and writer. 


It is the story of several generations of artists—the 


term "school of artists" is not directly applicable in 
this case—who developed under the guidance of two 
of America's major illustrators, Howard Pyle and N.C. 
Wyeth, both of whom worked in the valley of the 
Brandywine River on the Pennsylvania-Delaware 
border. 


Pyle is the central figure in this account. Younger 


generations are unlikely to be familiar with his work; 
but in the latter part of the last century he became 
famous throughout the land as the illustrator of many 
popular books, some of which he wrote himself. His 
major contribution for the future was a tuiton-free 
school which he founded and which attracted some of 
the best young artists of the period. 


Pyle's career was at its peak when woodblock 


engravings were the means of reproduction in 
magazines and books. Then came N.C. Wyeth, 30 years 
younger, who was a colorist— and by his time color 
reproductions were being used; he became the 
foremost illustrator of his time. 


But while Pyle and his student-disciples, and N.C. 


Wyeth, dominate the story, the real culmination is an 
account of Wyeth's talented family, the most famous 
of whom is Andrew Wyeth. There is an interesting 
appraisal of Andrew's life and works from the 
viewpoint of an artist-teacher. In later years, art 
historians may find this bit of research an interesting 
clue to the background of Andrew Wyeth, a major 
figure of this century.

'Friendly Finland' Awaits 


You—But be Sure to Plan Ahead

Spring is a welcome invader after a severe winter. It 


is a season which gives birth to vacation daydreams, a 
time for camera fans to collect travel folders. 


Trends indicate more Americans will head for 


Europe than ever before as increasing air traffic 
brings costs down and countries closer together in 
time and friendship. And that means more photo fans 
among the tourists seeking new landscapes, old world 
atmosphere, colorful costumes and foreign activities. 


Last fall, in our search for new foreign territory to 


picture just before attending Germany's Photokina, 
my wife and I were delighted with a Finnish friend's 
suggestion that we visit "friendly Finland." It is 
northernmost of the Nordic countries and the one we 
had not seen on a previous visit to Scandinavia. 


There are a few basic rules for camera fans 


planning a trip which can help, in some degree, to 
make their pictures more meaningful. 


First: Research the area you are going to. Look up 


its background, achievements, scenic spots, fairs, 
festivals or special events. The information may sway 
you to select a particular time for the trip. 
Guidebooks are available in bookstores or your 
library; brochures may be had at travel agencies, 
airline counters and each country's tourist offices. 


Second: Brush up on the language or at least on 


commonly used phrases of greeting or questions. A 
pocket phrase book can be kept handy for study or 
reference before or during the trip. Review any 
second language you may have studied. But in all 
probability, you'll find English is almost a second 
language to most foreigners but it's great for your ego 
to make yourself understood somewhat in another 
language. 


Third: 
Investigate the possibility of personal 


contacts in the country being visited before you go. 
Too often, it isn't until you return that some friend, 
relative or business associate tells you of someone you 
should have looked up. Actually, there's an official 
"Find the Finns" program whereby arrangements can 
be made for American tourists to spend an evening 
with a Finnish family. 


It's a delightful experience as my wife and I found 


cut through an American Finnish friend. He arranged 
a meeting with an engineer in Helsinki whose hobbies 
matched mine:photography and magic. At his home 
we viewed slides and home movies, were subjects for 
his Polaroid color shots, performed close-up tricks and 
enjoyed a late coffee and cake snack before he drove 
us back to our hotel.

people" program on a personal level, one that fills a 
small, but unforgettable, section of our photo album. 


In preparation for our trip to Finland. I learned it is 


a republic of almost five million people which 
celebrated a half century of freedom—from Russia— 
in 1967. It has maintained its independence despite 
the engulfing proximity of the Iron Curtain. It has an 
area only slightly larger than that of New Mexico with 
the Soviet Union as a neighbor along a 800-mile 
border. Norway and Sweden are also neighbors, 
towards the west and north. One third of Finland— 
Lapland—lies above the Arctic Circle and a tenth of 
its land—thanks to 60,000 lakes—lies under water. 


The knowledge guided some of my picture taking. 


In Helsinki, I recorded the monument to Marshal 
Mannerheim who led Finland's forces in three wars 
and became its president. At the colorful market 
square, pictures of the stall keepers revealed their 
Nordic heritage. Photo tours of Marimekko and the 
Arabia china factory showed why they are world 
eminent in textile and fashions and in ceramic and 
pottery design. And in Rovaniemi, on the Arctic 
Circle, I was able to picture the colorful Lapp costume 
and the architecture of Alvar Aalto in the city's new 
library. 


Rhubarb: Easy Perennial Vegetable 


An easy perennial vegetable is rhubarb. Once 


planted it requires little attention and will produce 
constantly lor years. 


For a family of four, four plants will suffice. You 


should have deep, rich soil. For good results, shovel 
aside the top six to eight inches of soil, then spade up 
and thoroughly enrich the layer beneath, one spade or 
fork deep. Work in two to three inches of old manure 
or compost and vegetable fertilizer, six pounds per 
100 square feet. 


The topsoil should be enriched the same way. Hoe 


Ihe materials in thoroughly and put it bacK as the top 
layer. Water the soil well and let it settle for a week or 
so before planting the rhubarb roots. 


Set the plants four feet apart, firm in the soil. 


Water them well but do not harvest the first season. 


One good variety is Canada Red. Others are 


MacDonald, Valentine and Victciia.

You probably have heard ol the Venus fly trap 


plant. New York state has a pitcher plant that also 
consumes insects. 


The plant is commonly found in clumps near peat 


bogs and in wet sphagnous areas. In bloom, in May and 
June it has purple flowers atop slender, green stems 
one to two feet tall. 


The New York State Museum says that 4- to 12-inch 


trumpet-shape leaves encircle the stems at the base. 
They generally are green with reddish veins, but 
occasionally they are brown. 


Inside the leaf is a sweet nectar that attracts insects. 


There are hundreds of minute, downward pointing 
slippery hairs that permit the insects to move into the 
recesses, where most of them are trapped. Eventually, 
the insects fall into a tiny pool of rainwater at the 
bottom of the leaf, where they are digested

Bright Foliage 
Makes Red 
Maples Popular 


By Clara Hussong 


In this area red maples put out their blossoms 


between the middle and the end of April; the exact 
time depends on the season. The "red" in its name 
refers to the tree's red foliage in fall, the gayest of 
all the maples 


Tree blossoms are often overlooked, except for 


such showy ones as cherry, Juneberry, plum and a 
few others. But the red maple's blossoms, the female 
or pistillate ones red, and the male or staminate ones 
orange with yellow stamens, are bright enough to 
make a good showing in the woods. 


These trees average about 50 feet in height but 


may grow taller, especially in swamps, their favorite 
habitat Look for them in swampy woods, river banks 
and even on moist hillsides. They are found most 
often in sandy or sandy-loam soil. 


New leaves, which come out soon after the first 


blossoms appear, are at first red, but turn green 
later, with paler undersides. Leaf and flower stalks 
are bright red, too, so it is a colorful tree at this sea- 
son. Young twigs are red also. 


The fruit is a pair of keys or samaras, such as all 


maples bear; Maple seeds are eaten by a variety of 
forest birds. The seeds germinate soon after they 
drop to the ground in late spring or early summer. 


Red maples are in the soft maple group which 


includes also the box elder and the silver maple The 
native hard maples found in Wisconsin are the sugar 
maple and the black maple, which is more common 
in the southern part of the state than here. Two 
shrubby types of maple are also found in Wisconsin. 
The striped maple occurs in the far northern counties 
and in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. The moun- 
tain maple and red maple occur all over the state. 
Both of these shrubby maples grow most often in 
moist ground in the shade of taller trees. 


Red maples, like other maples, are favorites for 


hcrne ground planting. They do well on large grounds, 
but not as well when planted close to sidewalks or 
streets They are fast-growing trees and are seldom 
attacked by insects or fungi. Their bright autumn 
foliage also makes them suitable for ornamental 
planting. 


This tree is found in forested areas of southeastern 


Canada, and from the Atlantic seaboard to the Mis- 
sissippi River, it is less common in the southernmost 
states Like the sugar maple, it is tapped in spring 
for its sweet sap. Its wood, although weaker than hard 
maple wood, is used for making furniture gun stock?, 
tool handles and oars. 


When I see red maples in bloom in April, I know 


it is time to look for arbutus. The blossoms of the 
two occur at the same time, and in my favorite arbu- 
tus spot, in the same place.

Until They've Flowered, Some 


Plants Cant be Identified 


Bv Katherine B. Walker 


Very few of us can take one look at a house plant 


and tell immediately the precise species or variety, 
unless the plant is an extremely common one, but 
most plants have one or more outstanding character- 
istics which are easily recognized as being typical of 
a particular plant family. From that, we can read de- 
scriptions in horticultural reference books until we 
find one that matches the plant in every detail and 
presto! We have identified the plant. The shape and 
venation of the leaves, their placement along the 
stems, and the general habit of growth are all im- 
portant in properly identifying the plant family; often 
these will also lead to identification of the correct 
genus. But in some cases we must see the flowers 
before we can even make a start toward naming the 
right family. 


I have just such a plant, and felt unable to classify 


it at first. Since then, I have been happy to find that 
many visitors much more learned about plants than 
I shall ever be can't place it at first sight, either. It 
is Pelargonium myrrhifolium. popularly known as 
Coriander-leaved Cranesbill or Ferny Geranium, but 
it wasn't until it flowered that I was able to find its 
name. The foliage is very finely cut. and quite ferny- 
looking, yet it lacks the typical odor of geraniums 
when the leaves are bruised. Fortunately, it doesn't 
smell like true coriander, either, which has a far 
from pleasant odor! The branches droop and trail 
gracefully, and the plant is ideal for a basket or shelf. 
It has been a shy bloomer for me, but the'few flowers 
produced were single, rather narrow-petaled. laven- 
der-pink with darker markings. 


Like most geraniums, it likes a fairly cool loca- 


tion, full sun, and prefers to go partially dry be- 
tween waterings. (The Maine grower on our Source 
Sheet lists this as P. cordiandrifolium, and classes it 
as ''odd or rare." In my opinion it is both.) Geraniums, 
including the ordinary 'garden' kind, are wonderful 
indoor plants, quite easy to bring into bloom, and 
readily started from cuttings in spring or fall. If 
you've had geranium problems, do send 25c in coin 
plus a self-addressed stamped envelope for our book- 
let on these plants to Katharine B. Walker in care of 
this newspaper. I'm sure you'll find it helpful, as 
so many readers have. Among other points, it ex- 
plains fully how to cure cuttings so that there is 
greater likelihood of having them all root success- 
fully.

I hope that Mr. and Mrs. Allan Johnston of rural 


Oconto are not excessively annoyed with me, for this 
is a long-delayed acknowledgement of their letter of 
last February, following a commentary here which I 
thought was a reasonable discussion of inflation as 
illustrated by the cost of fireplace wood to the buyer 
in the city. 


Did I ever stop to think of the hard labor that is 


involved in producing that wood, cutting it, curing it, 
transporting it and piling it in the basement or the 
garage of the city buyer, they ask? 


There are at least eight laborious steps involved, 


they remind me, not to mention the necessity of own- 
ing or renting a chain saw. truck, tractor, dray, saw- 
rig and ax for splitting the logs. 


My friends, perhaps I did not remember all of 


those steps, and all of those tools, as I reflected on 
the days of my own boyhood \Vhen fireplace wood 
was sold at $5 a cord. 


And, no, I don't propose to "come out and make 


wood for you", at that price. For one thing, my doctor 
would have a conniption, as they used to say in a town 
near Oconto where I spent part of my boyhood. 


But, in my own defense, 1 wish to add a sentence 


or two of amplification. I was not arguing that wood 
should be sold today for five dollars a cord, but only 
remembering wistfully when my own farm relatives 
were selling it at that price. Finally, I have not yet 
met a vendor of firewood in the city where I now 
live who will stack wood upon delivery. He dumps it 
in the drive, and 1 stack it. or hire a neighbor boy to 
do so. One more thing. One of my main complaints 
was that wood in the city is sold by the ton, so that 
the average buyer fir-ds it difficult to translate into 
pries per cord. As I calculate it. the price in our 
neighborhood is between $40 to $50 a cord, according 
to spacies, and I submit that is high.

New Mexico's 1,000 Ghost Towns 


There's something about a ghost town that piques 


the fancy of almost everyone. History buffs, antique 
collectors, photographers, 
or just garden variety 


visitors — the haunting sense of stepping back into a 
living past appeals to everyone's imagination. 


Since New Mexico is the site of the oldest pre- 


historic as well as historic civilization in the U. S.. it 
has more than its share of ghost towns. A Ghost Town 
Map published recently by the state tourist bureau 
lists about 1,000 ghost towns. 


One of the best examples of a mining ghost tow-n 


is Madrid, 40 miles from Albuquerque on the scenic 
75-mile drive from Albuquerque to Santa Fe that goes 
across the top of the Majestic Sandia Mountains. 


Coal mining Began at Madrid in 1835, but its 


real boom came in 1880 when the Santa Fe Railway 
began buying their coal. Madrid was at its peak in 
the 1920s and 30s, so it is a very young ghost town. 
Its greatest fame was achieved, not through coal min- 
ing, but through a spectacular community Christmas 
lighting project that drew national attention and 
publicity. 


The steep sides of the mountains were decorated

with almost full size replicas of the City of Bethlehem, 
angels, crosses, and shepherds, all brilliantly lighted. 


With Word War II and its blackouts the brilliant 


decorations at Madrid ceased, as did all coal mining 
activity by 1950. Today Madrid is almost empty, the 
torn screen doors flapping indolently in the vagrant 
wind that wafts through the canyon. A breath of life 
remains, however, in a museum, antique shop, a sum- 
mer stock theater, and a tavern and restaurant decor- 
ated to look like a co.al mine. 


Near Madrid is the site of the first gold strike in 


the U. S. — 21 years before the gold rush to Cali- 
fornia. In 1828 Spanish sheepherders found rich 
placer deposits in the Ortix Mountains. The little 
town of Golden sprang up, but a few years later the 
mother lode was lost and it withered away. Its crum- 
bled adobe and stone walls tell little of the excitement 
of sudden wealth that came a century and a half ago. 


Just the names of some of the ghost towns in New 


Mexico are intriguing — Shakespeare, Elizabethtown, 
Bonanza City, Cabezon (Spanish for 'Big Head'), and 
probably the most descriptive of all — Mirage. 


In addition to the ghost mining towns there aie 


hundreds of abandoned Spanish villages that were 
usually settled as farming communities during the 
18th and 19th centuries, and more hundreds of aban- 
doned Indian pueblos. All of the existing pueblos have 
several "ancestral villages". Some are still on their 
reservations, others are state or national monuments. 


All these abandoned mining towns, Spanish villages 


and Indian pueblos are fun to look at, photograph, 
picnic in, and in some cases even digging is permitted. 


All people, communities and cultures are products 


of their past. In New Mexico this past is much in 
evidence and it Is one of the treasures of today. 


Treasure 
Hunting 
Time

This is the time of year to go hunting for some of 


Wisconsin's finest treasures. These treasures, rocks 
and minerals, can be found in abundance all over the 
state. Often, the most scenic spots yield the greatest 
variety of sought-after specimens. 


Searching for rocks and minerals can become an 


enjoyable hobby for the whole family. Wave-tumbled 
stones along the shores of Lake Michigan are found In 
unifoim sizes from small, round buttons to large ovals. 
White, mint-shaped pieces of coral contrast with 
black, glistening circles of iron ore and wafers of 
rose quartz are easily seen in a walk on the l)each. 


A deep, red granite is found near Wausau, and 


most monument companies, like the owners of quar- 
ries, will take interested persons on a tour of their 
properties. 


It is thrilling to descend Into the depths of a 


granite quarry. Huge chunks of granite are blasted 
from the cliffs; then the slabs are sent through a large 
building to be cut into desired shapes by Giant dia- 
mond saws. 


Black granite is found near Mellen. The glittering 


stone often holds gleaming moonstone that reflects a 
blue light. 


Moonstone can be tumbled or polished Into ring 


settings and other types of Jewelry. When chunks 
of the black granite are dipped into water, it is easier 
to detect the moonstone, for the latter'i blue sheen 
emerges in much the same way that it will when the 
gem stone is polished. 


Dainty figures of dendrites are common in rocks 


along man-made Petenwell dam. These tree-like 
shapes look etched into a stony background. 


Glassy, selenite crystals imbedded in white gypsum 


abound near Sheboygan. Fern, coral and fish fossils 
are everywhere. The fun-shaped coral fossils, so strik- 
ing against the white gypsum, make a lovely addition 
to any rock collection. It is heart-breaking to a rock 
hound to watch the great varieties of fossils being fed 
into the uncaring jaws of a stone crusher. 


Yellow, iron pyrite is fairly common in Wisconsin, 


but the state also has two well-known quarries, located 
in Racine and Oshkosh, where beautiful green, red, 
and blue pyrite in limestone can be found.

Calcite 
crystals sometimes line the inside of hollow sandstone 
lumps. The white, snowy crystals look as though they 
had been rolled in a coating of sand. 


Shining, silver galena from the lead mining areas, 


Irilobite fossils from Milwaukee or green and blue 
iron ore residue from Superior that looks like melted 
glass, gem stones to tumble or polish — whatever 
the rock hound prefers, Wisconsin has much to offer 
from her storehouse of treasures.

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Capital Theaters Seeking Capital

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


friendly drama rivals of the 
nation's capital each want 
half a million dollars, urgently. 
For different uses, but identi- 
cal purposes, staying alive 
and well. 


Their efforts accent growing 


concern about survival and 
growth in many a c t i n g 
troupes across the country, 
confronted with the prospect 
of ebbing foundation grants 
and uncertainty about future 
federal government aid. 


For the Arena Stage, one of 


the oldest resident companies, 
and the Washington Theater 
Club, the smallest profession- 
al entity, the situation is 
particularly ironic. 


Interest in culture is high, 


but the populace is highly 
transcient and immune to 
pleas based on civic pride. 


Arena Stage has been trying 


for almost three years to 
raise $500,000 locally to match 
a $1 million Ford Foundation 
grant. The company's first 
public appeal since it was 
founded in 1950 is still $90.000 
short. 


The money is for a 450-seat 


playhouse next to the 800-seat 
center that opened in 1961. 
when enthusiasm about a cul- 
tural e x p l o s i o n was high 
across the land. 


UNFINISHED AREAS 


The new circular structure 


facing P o t o m a c Basin is 
scheduled for completion in 
November, but vast unfinished 
areas must remain sealed off 
from use indefinitely. 


Thomas C. Fichandler, busi- 


ness boss of Arena Stage, 
points out certain contrasts 
between planning and actual- 
ity. 


'Five years ago we all 


thought 
that by now the 


federal government would be 
strongly in the arts. That 
doesn't look likely in the near 
future. 


"When we started here we 


were told 
that 
the 
main 


problem for a theater was 
audience building. That wasn't 


so at all. We fill the theater to 
over 90 per cent of capacity 
all the time, but with every 
seat always filled there would 
still be a deficit." 


Nineteen-thousand subscrib- 


ers are the solid core of a 
boxoffice gross that covers 60 
per cent of expenses. 


Despite the financial prob- 


lems there isn't going to be 
any cutback in the program- 
ming i n t e n t i o n s of Zelda 
Fichandler. t h e undisputed 
driving force behind Arena 
Stage's considerable esthetic 
achievements. She and her 
husband founded the enter- 
prise in 1950. 


"I do what I like." is Mrs. 


Fichandler's' terse summary 
of the intense energy and bold 
style that has typified 157 
productions. Last season the 
company found the drama 
that has been this year's 
Broadway sensation. "The 
Great White Hope." 
Arena 


Stage's five-play 1968-69 exhib- 
it concludes with May 6 June 
28 American 
premiere 
of 


Arthur Kopit's "Indians." fol 
lowing a bold, sensually ex 
plicit "Marat-Sade." 


The $500,000 campaign of 


the Washington Theater Club 
is aimed at creating a self- 
endowment against future in- 
security. 


"Most theaters don't worry 


where they are going to be in 
three years." says its whis- 
kered impresario, Davey Mar- 
linJones. "We want to do 
what any self-respecting busi- 
ness does— and in the process 
solve a lot of present prob- 
lems." 


Like Arena Stage, which it 


salutes "for creating the the- 
atrical interest that enables 
us to exist," WTC plays to 
mote than 90 per cent of 
capacity. That supplies about 
half of the needs of a $235,000 
budget. Another quarter de- 
rives from the profits of a 
drama school—started in 1958 
—that has 475 students rang- 
ing in age from subteens to 
over-60.

The playhouse reopened af- 


ter 103 years of penitential 
darkness in 1968 with the 
National Repertory company 
in residence. A management 
dispute ended its tenure, and 
New Yorks' Circle 
in the 


Square company was invited 
for a 12-week season, ending 
April 20. 


"The commitment has turn- 


ed out very well," reports Ted 
Mann, the CIS producer. "We 
have been quite pleased." 


Eugene O'Neill's "A Moon

Dinah's Back for Special; What About Future?

NEW YORK (AP) — It is 


not the calendar that is mak- 
ing it difficult for youth to 
communicate with age and 
vice versa. It's attitudes and, 
in the case of music, it's an 
open mind and a keen ear. 


Take, for example. Dinah 


Shore, who has been repeated- 
ly acclaimed as one of the 
great female jazz and blues 
singers. Miss Shore loves con- 
temporary 
music—which to 


much of the post-35 crowd is 
much guitar plucking and sad. 
soap opera lyrics performed 
by young people determined to 
look as eccentric and unat- 
tractive as clothes can make 
them. 


"The 
Ifammerstein," she 


says enthusiastically. 


'I do understand what they 


are saying," she continued 
positively. 
'And 
it 
is 
so 


exciting, the way they are 
saying it—I can listen and 
listen to them. It is so alive, 
so vital." 


Dinah who started her radio 


career in the late 1930s, with 
another unkonwn young singer 
named Frank Sinatra, is old 
enough to have a married 
daughter. But she is young 
enough to be able to wipe up 
the court with most amateur 
tennis players whatever their 
age. She spent 14 years in 
weekly television, from 1951, 
most of the time blowing a 
final kiss to her audience and 
representing a single sponsor 
who—after 
her 
four years 


away from the medium— is 
still a s s o c i a t e d with her 
name. 


MOST EXCITING 


"I think this is Ihe most 


exciting period in the history 


of the medium," she said. 
"Remember, I was working in 
the rigid era of television— 
particularly the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. 


"Those were the days of the 


'souffle'—the gauze that was 
tucked in at the neck when a 
dress w a s too revealing. 
Those were the days when 
they told you you couldn't say 
this and you couldn't say that 
You were 
limited in 
the 


number of Negroes you could 
have on your show. You could 
never be mature or even 
m i l d l y 
risque—everything 


seemed bounded by a double 
row of 'no-no's.' I had devel- 
o p e d an Alice-Blue-Gown 
image and that's not me." 


All that is changed, she 


noted, almost enviously. When 
she was busily turning out her 
t e l e v i s i o n shows—almost 


600—she would occasionally 
take some much needed vaca- 
tion time to appear in clubs 
and in concert. 


"There were so many songs 


that you couldn't sing—adult 
songs and emotional songs—in 
broadcasting that it was im- 
portant to me, as a perform- 
er, to get out there before an 
audience," she said. 


"Now, today, that has com- 


pletely changed. There are no 
songs that you can't sing on 
television. At any rate, there 
is now great latitude where 
there once was rigid con- 
trols." 


And Dinah, who was weary 


and wanted a rest when she 
left network television, finds 
she's hankering to get back in 
the middle of things again. 


She will be back—brieflv — 


with a special tonight on her 
old network, NBC. 


BETTER WAY 


"I've been watching Mike 


Douglas—I worked with him 
the other day—and I see that 
now there's a way to do it 
without all the pain I went 
through," she said. "I worked 
like a dog, had no time for 
anything else. But it doesn't 
have to be like that now. Yes. 
I'd say I'd be interested in 
coming back ..." 


It might be harder than she 


thinks at 
this time when 


television generally is both 
infatuated and frightened of 
youth and trying desperately 
to reach the young audience. 


Almost my young singing 


group with long enough hair 
or strange enough costumes 
can have a chance in the 


limelight Andy Williams, still 
in his early 30s, is frantically 
trying 
to 
reconstruct 
his 


image in order .0 gain ac- 
ceptance. Older singers are 
still around—but mostly as 
guest stars or in specials. 


Ii is a 
whole new TV 


world— but Dinah does not 
think its music is necessarily 
perplexing. 


"If you really listen to the 


young performers." she said,

At the London School of

The action was 
taken after a succession of 
demonstrations, s i t - i n s and 
talkfests winding up with stu- 
dents tearing down protective 
steel gates erected by the 
administration i n s i d e one 
building. 


In all these countries, many 


other universities have wit- 
nessed similar scenes. Even 
such prestigious schools as 
Oxford and Cambridge , have 
been brushed by mild demon- 
strations. 


Educators, policemen, politi- 


cians and most students them- 
selves are asking why, and 
there is no simple answer. 


Students, teachers and uni- 


versity 
officials interviewed 


agree t h a t the traditional 
Communist 
parties do not 


instigate the demonstrations

Wide Embrace 


There is certainly a Marxist 


tinge to most of the student 
rebellions, but it is only to a 
limited degree the Marxism of 
Moscow.

widely improbably, r a d i c a l 
group embracing everything 
from Maoism to Anarchism 


Everywhere, these groups 


are a minute minority of the 
student body. At Madrid Uni- 
versity, with 40,000 students, a

tween 
150 and 
300. Police 


officials agree. 


In all France, with 600,000 


university students, the "revo- 
lutionary" students are esti- 
mated at 5,000. 


The old-line student organi- 


zations at European universi- 
ties are largely 
ineffective, 


moderate students say. 


Often they carry so little 


\veight with university admin- 
istrations that they are not 
taken seriously by most stu- 
dents. Participation in student 
elections at the Free Univer- 
sity of Berlin for instance, has 
dropped from 60 to 40 per 
cent 


The fact that the govern- 


ments of France, Spain, Italy 
and West Germany are push- 
ing through university reforms 
is an indication there is some 
justice in the complaints of the 
"revolutionary" students. 


Their complaints about out- 


moded and irrelevant curricu- 
la, crowded classes and inade- 
quate facilities often are ac- 
cepted as valid by their pro- 
fessors 


One professor at the Sor- 


bonne said that last year there 
were 1,300 students majoring 
in sociology although France 
provides only 20 jobs each 
year for sociologists. 
No Job Training 


"French universities always 


have taught theory," he said. 
"They have never trained stu- 
dents for jobs." 


But, although most students 


choose their studies with an 
oye to the future, the far-out 
radicals object to an education 
geared to provide the techni- 
cians for a technological age. 


Daniel Cohn-Bendif, the stu- 


dent reolutionary who spark- 
ed reoellions last year at the 
Sorbonne and 
its suburban 


Nanterre, is one of 
offshoot, 
them. 


'The university," he says in 


a recent book, "has, in fact, 
become a sausage machine 
which turns out people without 
any real culture and incapable 
ol thinking for themselves, but 
trained to fit into the economic 
system of a highly industrial- 
i?ed society " 


The damage caused by rebel- 


lious students at European 
universities runs into millions 
of dollars. 


In Pans alone during the 


student-worker 
rebellion o f 


last May and June, demon- 
strators tore up 31,000 square 
yards of pavement, uprooted 
% trees, damaged 35 traffic 
lights, 15 street lamps and 500 
traffic signs, put more than 
300 automobiles out of service, 
some permanently, broke hun- 
dreds of windows and damag- 
ed nine police stations. 


Classes in the universities of 


Paris, Rome, Berlin, Madrid, 
London and many other cities 
have been cancelled or me- 
thodically disrupted for weeks 
at a time by students. The 
1969 graduates will have more 
experiences of "political ac- 
tion" than blackboard learn- 
ing. 


Many European professors 


and teachers have escaped the 
turbulence by taking different 
jobs or taking leaves of ab- 
sence. 


The Spanish government, in 


slapping on its three-month 
state of emergency, claimed 
the student disorders 
were 


"clearly related to an interna- 
tional s t r a t e g y which has 
reached numerous countries." 


Little Evidence 


But there is little evidence 


to support the charge that an 
international conspiracy is be- 
hind the unrest in Europe. 
Student activists admit there 
is loose contact with student 
organizations abroad through 
personal visits of student lead- 
ers and the exchange of reso- 
lutions 
and correspondence, 


but it is a haphazard thing. 


There is no over-all strategy, 


they claim, no coordinated 
a c t i o n . University officials 
generally agree with this. 


Even w i t h i n individual 


groups of demonstrators, there 
are sharp divisions of motives, 
political objectives, ideologies. 


The small activist minorities 


who lead the demonstrations 
invariably are made up of left 
wingers who are individually 
inspired by a wide selection of 
causes — Maoist, Castroite, 
Guevarist, Anarchist, Third 
World, Marxist, Trotskyite or 
straight Moscow. 


Almost all the radical stu- 


dent movements gained their 
first momentum from advocat- 
ing reforms at universities, 
now almost universally over- 
crowded, changes in ancient 
courses, improved laboratory 
equipment, more student rep- 
resentation and deflation of 
professors who are described 
by activist students as "little 
gods." They were also brought 
together by opposition to the 
war in Vietnam. 


Minorities Dominate 


But the reform movement in 


lecent years have been taken 
over by minorities of political- 
ly inspired students, wise in 
the ways of leadership, propa- 
ganda and crowd psychology. 
They now dominate student 
movements for the lack of any 
organized moderate organiza- 
tions. 


Wolfgang Le Fevre, a slen- 


der philosophy student at the 
free University of Berlin, is 
one of the leaders of 
the 


Socialist Students Federation 
— SDS — a spearhead of the 
radical student movement. A 
huge picture of Mao looks 
down on him as he studies. 


"The main thing is to get rid 


cf capitalism," Le Fevre said 
in an interview. "We also want 
to organize our own studies 
and examinations should not 
be so important." 


Asked what kind of society 


he wanted, Le Fevre said: 
"There is no country with the 
kind of socialism we want. We 
have criticized East European 
socialism and Socialist coun- 
tries must study and correct 
their own mistakes." 


Capitalists, Le Fevre said, 


"want students to be techno- 
logical experts who then can 
hold their society together. So 
we really have no more inter- 
est in university reform. The 
students really are trying to 
prepare a better life for the 
workers, but the workers here 
will not take the initiative. The 
only ideology they have is anti- 
communism."

In a small office in the Latin 


Quarter of Paris, littered with 
cigarette butts, crumbs and 
the dust and debris of weeks 


of sHident meetings, sits Jean 
Daniel Benard, vice president 
of 
the 
National Union of 


French Students—UNEF—and 
an activist 
in the student 


movement. 


"Society and the university 


are linked together and our 
goals for the university cannot 
bs brought about under the 
present society," Benard said. 
"To o b t a i n the necessary 
change in society it is neces- 
sary to change to a type of 
socialism." 


What kind of socialism? 
"The model doesn't exist 


yet, but Cuba and China are 
interesting examples," 
said 


Benard. 


The "generation gap" 
is 


frequently cited as a cause of 
the student revolt. In Spain it 
is a chasm. 


On one side, as one student 


put it, "are the people who 
heard the bullets of the Civil 
War (1936-1939) and on the 
other those who didn't, the 
students." 


Few Spaniards who lived 


through the bitterness and 
blood of that war want to fool 
around with any issue which 
might produce 
another, 
he 


said. They find the painting of 
such signs as "Franco Assas- 
sin" on university walls an 
invitation to trouble, whatever 
they may feel about Franco. 
There are several known cases 
of parents turning sons over to 
the police because of their 
unorthodox views. 


Revolutionary Spanish 
stu- 


dents are not much in evi- 
dence. Many went into hiding 
during the state of emergency. 
An estimated 200 have been 
detained by police and a small 
number have had their draft 
deferments lifted 
and gone 


into the army. 


Berlin 
i s 
another 
place 


where the "generation gap" is 
important—the parents whose 
lives were influenced by Adolf 
Hitler and the students who 
know him only from books. 


When President Nixon visit- 


ed Berlin recently, several 
hundred r a d i c a l students 
staged a mild protest in down- 
town Berlin. Hours later, after 
Nixon had reached Rome on 
his next stop, small knots of 
students could be seen near 
the scene of the demonstra- 
tion, still arguing 
heatedly 


with older Berliners who con- 
demned their actions. 


Hateful Proof 


To the parents, the Berlin 


Wall separating them from 
their relatives is hateful proof 
that their way of life is best. 
To the small group of radical 
students it is a challenge to 
form a "new society" combin- 
ing the best of the Socialist 
systems. 


Cohn-Bendit probably said it 


all for the extremists on the 
generation gap: " M o d e r n 
youth is not so much envious 
of, ES disgusted with, the dead, 
empty lives of their parents." 


On every campus the same 


question emerges. Why do 
most moderate students, who 
want to get their degrees and 
go to work, stand for the 
repeated disruption of their 
classes, the sit-ins, the vandal- 
ism? 


The answer seems to be that 


moderate students almost ev- 
erywhere have little talent for 
organization, recoil from the 
thought of marching with ban- 
ners, or consider the behavior 
of their militant schoolmates 
to be so extreme as to be self- 
defeating. 
A l s o 
they 
are 


"either 
at 
home 
worrying 


about their studies or trying to 
get a job," said one moderate 
student. 


Only in France, apparently, 


is an effort being made to 
organize some opposition to 
the leftvving students. An or- 
ganization called the National 
Inter-University Union — UNI 
— was formed recently by 
students, teachers and profes- 
sional people. 


Unexcifob/e? 


Prof. Rene Deheuvels, of the 


University of Paris, mathema- 
tician and president of UNI, 
said: "We are trying to excite 
people who by nature are not 
excitable. We want them to 
take positions, to have opin- 
ions and to express them. 
Most 
of them 
think 
they 


should stay out of the political 
struggle." 


Pope Paul VI is among 


those who feel the student 
protest must be viewed with 
sympathy Addressing a group 
of teachers recently, he said: 


"We cannot deny that many 


prob'ems which the 
young 


often denounce with so much 
violence and bitterness are 
true problems. We cannot con- 
sider illegitimate the condem- 
nation of certain excessive and 
unreasonable forms of authori- 
tarianism, the wish of the 
youths to be a more active 
element with some responsibil- 
ity in social life."

To All Our Problems

An anti-ballistic missile sys- 


tem 
deployed in the 1970's 


would not be an 
effective 


shield against currently oper- 
able 
offensive 
weapons 
let 


alone against 
the 
offensive 


capability to be expected in 
even the near 
future. Our 


defense 
against a Russian 


attack (and for that matter 
their defense against an attack 
by us) has been our ability to 
launch a counter-attack that 
would produce unacceptable 
damage. 
Our only 
defense 


against an added Chinese mis- 
sile threat is a similar second 
strike capability, which we 
already .possess many times 
over. It has been estimated 
that some 400 one megaton 
bombs could destroy 74 million 
people and 76 per cent of 
Russian industry, and we have 
over 4200 missiles and bombs 
ready to go including over 650 
Polaris m i s s i l e s on sub- 
marines. It is clear that at the 
present time we have more 
than 
enough second strike 


capability 
to 
maintain our 


"balance of terror" sort of 
defense. 
A Chinese missile 


system 
is 
regrettable, 
for 


China, like ourselves, surely 
has better things to spend her 
resources on, but it docs not 
alter our only possible defense 
strategy, the second strike. 


The 
ABM system 
whose 


deployment is being proposed 
is not likely to be effective in 
stopping damage to ourselves 
in case of attack. The Sprint 
and Spartan missiles carry 
nuclear warheads of kiloton 
and megaton size and would 
be exploded in some cases 
over our own territory. We 
might well "protect" Chicago 
at the expense of Milwaukee 
(0!- Appleton?). The so called 
"small" weapons carried by 
Sprint are of the Hiroshima- 
Nagasaki size and are design- 
ed to explode after an enemy 
missile re-enters the atmos- 
phere on its way down, not on 


its way up or on its way over! 
The radiation released from 
such an explosion, apart from 
the direct destruction it might 
cause, may well jam our own 
radar and guidance systems so 
as to prevent us from further 
defense or from taking retalia- 
tory action. For that reason 
alone this expensive system 
might never be used 


I am fairly new to Appletnn 


and I detect in letters to the 
editor and in reports of the 
activities of local authorities a 
great concern over the use and 
misuse of tax money In that 
regard one should seriously 
consider the expense of the 
ABM 
system. 
For 
enough 


money, perhaps the 50 billion 
dollars proposed for the Sen- 
tinel system of the last admin- 
istration, we might be able to 
build a shielding system from 
an attack launched with pres- 
ent day weaponry. By the time 
such a system is deployed and, 
in fact, because of the deploy- 
ment, an opponent would feel 
obliged to increase his delivery 
capability It is an unfortunate 
fact of life, denied by no one, 
that it is relatively inexpensive 
to develop tins added offensive 
ability. All past presidential 
science advisors (Kilhan and 
Kistiakovvsky under Eisenhow- 
er, Wcisner under Kennedy 
and Johnson, and Hornig un- 
der Johnson) are in agreement 
that the ABM system should 
not be deployed because it will 
not be effective. 


If the misuse of our econom- 


ic and human resources is 
ever to be stopped or even 
slowed, many changes in the 
world and in our own attitudes 
will have to occur. V/e could 
take a step in the tight 
direction by not deploying an 
expensive and ineffective sys- 
tem whose only sure result is 
to encourage others to begin 
the next spiral in the arms 
race.

SHE WAITED 


"I was lorlunate,"* she told 


a visitor from Wisconsin a 
few weeks ago, as they shared 
a cup of coffee in her airy, 
art-filled apartment overlook- 
ing B'everly Hills' busy Olym- 
pic Boulevard. "I didn't come 
to 
Hollywood 
until 
I 
was 


ready." 


"Ready" — she was quick 


to add — means spiritually as 
well as technically. For in the 
ever-changing world of enter- 
tainment, it takes an enor- 
mous inner 
confidence, as 


well 
ES a mastery 
of the 


mechanics of acting, to sur- 
vive the "terrific buffeting" 
that any working performer 
must undergo. 


"This business is getting 


crazier all the time." she 
observed, offering her guest a 
plate of fresh cookies. "The 
TV season has been cut in 
half, the hiatus (long vaca- 
tion) doubled. Now they're 
filming 26 shows instead of 39 
It's so unpredictable. I don't 
see how anyone survives in 
this business without a terrific 
spiritual a t t i t u d e , without 
deep inner confidence ilidi 
comes from the source. . ." 


For newcomers to the field 


— and "the business is over- 
run with unready actors" — 
the grind of auditions and 
interviews can be bewildering 
and, sometimes, deeply dis- 
couraging. 


"They may just lock 
at 


you," 
she reflected. 
"You 


may be called back, or you 
may not even get a chance to 
read. They may balance you 
against the husband or child 
you're going to get. It's diffi- 
cult for those who 
aren't 


stabilized." 


In the hope of helping at 


least a few of the young 
people who aren't yet "stabi- 
lized". Miss Summers and her 
partner, v e t e r a n director 
Martin Magner, have opened 
The New Theatre, Inc., a 
studio on West Los Angeles' 
Westwood Boulevard. 


"SQUARE" OUTFIT 


"It's the squarest outfit in 


town," she says proudly. "We 
take only hard-working people 
who can appreciate the quali- 
ty of the help we give. We 
work with the individual, in- 
side out, the whole being. An 
actor must be developed as a 
whole person. What 
comes 


through in your performance 
is what you are. Audiences 
are canny and can sense what 
you are." 


Often, the greatest service 


Miss Summers can perform 
for her neophytes is simply to 
sit down with <hem and dis- 


cuss her own experiences — 
what happened at the inter- 
view, why she got the job, 
why she didn't get the job. 
Through such sessions, young 
hopefuls gain an insight into 
the psychology of winning a 
role that might otherwise take 
years — if, indeed, it came at 
all. 


Aiding younger actors is not 


a new task for Hope Sum- 
mers. Indeed, she's been do- 
ing it since she joined the 
faculty of the Northwestern 
University School of Speech 
in the early 1930s. Following 
her stint at Northwestern, she 
went on to head the speech de- 
partment at Bradley College 
in Peoria, 111., then toured the 
country with her one-woman 
show, "Backstage to Bioad- 
way." 


Marriage brought her to the 


North S h o r e of Chicago, 
where, in the late 1930s, she 
entered the radio field. At the 
height of her broadcast ca- 
reer, she was being heard on 


all three networks, appearin 
in as many as eight 15-minut 
shows in a single day.

As a little test you can 
conduct yourself, about Tues- 
day or Wednesday, ask your 
friends or business associates 
this question: "Did you read 
the excellent cover story in 
Sunday's Showtime?" Replies 
you should expect: ''What's 
Showtime?" "I never got a 
chance to look at the paper 
Sunday." "I saw it but didn't 
have time to read it." "I 
never have time to read the 
paper." "'No." 


We mustn't expect people to 


read every item in a newspa- 
per, but it would seem to 
their own benefit to keep up 
with news in their field. For 
instance, why should directors 
of art galleries miss the arts 
page?

its overall study, "A Ten-Year 
View of Public Attitudes To- 
ward Television and Other 
Mass Media."

1. "Television is the most 


believable news medium, lead- 
ing newspapers 2-to-l." 


2. "Television's margin over 


the second medium as peo- 
ple's primary source of news 
was the biggest ever." 


3. "The public indicated that 


it gained the clearest under- 
standing of candidates and 


issues in the national elections 
from television, leading news- 
papers by over 2-to-l. 


These three 
findings, in 


particular, led to the conclu- 
sion of my lead paragraph — 
odds are you are lazy. Odds of 
about 2-to-l. 


Allow me to explain, point 


by point: 


1. There is no logical reason 


why tv should be more believ- 
able as a news medium than 
newspapers. Oh, there 
are 


reasons, but they lack logic. 
One reason is that people tend 
to believe someone they can 
actually see more than a 
faceless writer, even though 
his name is on the article.

Minnesota Theater Company 
the greatest acting group in 
the W e s t e r n Hemisphere 
(some critics rate them as the 
greatest in the world).

If the 
linesse is spades loses, how- 
ever, West will surely lead 
another heart; and declarer 
will then lose a trick in each 
suit no matter which opponent 
has the king of clubs. 


Declarer gets two bites at 


the apple if he plays clubs 
before touching the spades. ]f 
West has the king of clubs, 
declarer will be able to dis- 
card dummy's heart loser, 
just as Richardson did in the 
actual hand.

Gov. Knowles Learns 
Final Term Becomes 
Frustrating Time

MADISON — Every day in every way Gov. Knowles is learn- 


ing what some of his predecessors learned — that the final term 
of a man in the highest office of state government frequently 
is the most disappointing and frustrating one. 


The deterioration of Knowles' relations with the legislature 


is worsening steadily, as shown most dramatically by the defi- 
ance of his wishes and his judgment and experience by the 
finance committee representing both houses which is mauling 
his budget recommendations. 


Knowles anticipated some differences with the conservatives 


who rule the assembly and dominate the finance committee, but 
not as serious as have been disclosed recently. Earlier in the 
session he attempted to establish a better rapport with them — 
signs of friction were present two years ago but were not so 
publicly broadcast — by inviting them to his home for weekly 
off-the-record talks with refreshments. But if such efforts were 
helpful, there is little proof. The disagreement, frequently ac- 
companied by open animosity, is deeper in this administration 
than the most experienced observers can remember in any 
previous administration in a couple of decades.

When the legislative finance committee cut $44,000 from the 


new budget bill covering a department of administration position 
that has been vacant for several years, it was described as an 
economy act. But that was not the whole story. The job In- 
volved is that of budget director, which was left vacant when 
Wayne McGown stepped up from it to become administration 
chief for Gov. Knowles. 


It was McGown's hope, possibly somewhat naive, that he 


might later want to return to the position. 


But the Democrats are miffed at McGown, and with the 


willing help of the Republican committee majority, wiped out 
the appropriation. As far as is known, he is a man of no strong 
partisan inclination. But Democrats scoff at the idea, and have 
made it clear that he won't remain in the department if they 
take over the state government next year. The ranking Knowles 
lieutenant has some unfriendly Republicans to reckon with too.
